Tbose who hoped for a short 
and sweet special session of Con- 
gress which would talk little and 
get Immediately to the business 
of repealing the arms embargo, 
are apparently due for disappoint- 
ment. The President's strong 
speech, though it contained no 
surprises, and simply dramatically 
reiterated the Administration's 
past position, apparently made 
the isolationist bloc more than 
era determined to do everything 
in its power to prevent the sale 
of implements Of war to belli. 
gerents. News dispatches indicate 
there is little chance for a show, 
down before October 20th or lat- 
er. 

The apparently certain delay 
which will occur before the cash- 
and-carry proposal will be 
brought to a vote endangers the 
■White House plan. A recent count 
showed that 44 senators— which 
Is only five short of a majority- 
had gone on record in favor of 
repeal of the embargo, while only 
20 were definitely in favor of 
maintaining it. In other words, if 
the proposal would be brought to 
a vote at once it would probably 
pass, by a safe margin. But, as 
time goes by, the isolationists get 
In stronger and stronger licks. It 
la said that Congressional mail, 
which is reaching the lawmakers* 
desks in almost unprecedented 
quantity, runs five to one against 
repeal. The opponents of repeal 
?a».ave lined up a number of cham- 
pions who hold no public posi- 
tions, but have largo and extreme- 
ly diverse followings — Henry 
Ford, Colonel Lindbergh, Captain 
Eddie Rlckenbacker, Herbert 
Hoover, Father Coughlin, etc. The 
fact that some of these men often 
differ violently in viewpoint when 
It comes to most matters, has 
made It Impossible to form an 
organized cohesive "peace bloc'* as 
was first planned. But that does. 
n't necessarily make their work 
less effective. And the senators 
who are fighting repeal, such as 
Johnson and Borah, are seasoned 
campaigners, who know every 
parliamentary trick, and have 
championed with success many a 
seemingly lost cause before. 

It is pointed out in thinking 
quarters that prolonged and bit- 
ter debate— and, going by remarks 
made following the President's 
speech, it seems certain v that 
much angry name-calling will 
mar congressional arguments — 
ly endanger the national inter- 
In other words, if both sides 
insist that victory for the other 
side would make American armed 
intervention certain, a lot of peo- 
ple may believe it whether or not 
it Is true, and thus make a drift 
Into war easy. And this brings us 
to the present attitude of the 
people toward mixing in Europe's

The Twenty-ninth Company 
with an authorized strength of 
six officers and 129 enlisted men, 
is probably one of the largest in 
the entire United States as a re- 
sult of the recent increases order- 
ed by the National Guard Bur- 
eau. 

Captain Philhower said that un- 
doubtedly the large increases that 
had been authorized was due to 
the situation encountered at sum- 
mer maneuvers, when with only 
80 men, this organization estab- 
lished and maintained communi- 
cation for the entire 29th Divi- 
sion', composed of approximately 
10,000 men, both day and night.

What gave promise to be a most 
damaging fire broke loose in the 
Martha Washington Hotel Apart- 
ments oh Monday ntght about 
7:45 o'clock. Only by the merest 
chance that it was discovered in 
time to be checked by the efforts 
of the fire department. 

The fire was detected »y Coun- 
cilman L. B. Shlly, who was or. 
the way to the Council meeting 
when he, in passing, smelleo 
smoke and phone in to the sta- 
tion requesting an investigation. 

Upon answering the call the 
fire department found a blaze 
well under way in the rear of the 
north wing of the two section 
building. 

The flames, though confined to 
the interior of the building, grad- 
aully fought their way from the 
basement through to the fourth 
floor and virtually gutted that 
entire section the building. 

The firemen were greatly 
handicapped in combating with 
the fire due to lack of a sufficient 
supply of water from the munici- 
pal mains but by quick action on 
the part of the men, under the 
supervision of Chief Dodson and 
Assistant Chief McClannon, a 
pumper was placed on Rudee 
Lake and a thousand feet of hose j 
was run through the lowland to 
the building. With this supply of 
water the fire was checked and 
gradually subdued after a three, 
hour fight. Another obstacle in 
the way of the fire department 
was a strong northeast wind, 
which at times threatened to 
carry the blaze to the mam wing 
and possibly to the George Wash- 
ington Apartment. Heavy smoke 
also handicapped the work. 

The hotel had just been closed 
for the winter months by J. Wes- 
ley Gardner, owner and operator, 
on the afternoon of the fire and 
he, with his family, had gone to 
Norfolk preparatory to going to 
Florida on Tuesday. He, however, 
was located in Norfolk and hurried 
to the scene. 

Mr. Gardner said that he was 
unable to estimate the damage 
but the personnel of the fire de- 
partment estimated it would run 
from $8,000 to $10,000 by a casual 
survey. 

Three Other Fires 

The fire department was kept 
busy on Monday having had 
three other calls on that day. One 
being a Negro dwelling on the 
west end of 18th street, which re- 
sulted in a total loss. When the 
equipment arrived at the scene 
the fire had advanced to such a 
stage that nothing could be done 

The property belonged to Lee A. 
Kellam and was roughly valued 
at $1,500. It was said to be partly 
covered by Insurance. 

A second fire was reported at 
the Cavalier Apartments, which 
was occasion by defective electric 
wiring. The damage was estimat- 
ed to be around $100. 

A call to another fire was an- 
swer at the residence of E. B. 
Corrick on 23rd street, where a 
defective flue -ignited. The dam- 
age there was said to have been 
slight.

M CLEAN-UF' 

In the Spring of this year the municipal 
authorities sponsored a clean-up program 
which had a specific time official set aside 
and designated as "Clean-up Week". This 
program included a general collection of rub- 
bish from within and around improved prop- 
erties and in addition the cutting of weeds 
and generally cleaning of unimproved lots. 
The purpose of this was not only an effort to 
safeguard health conditions, an endeavor in- 
so-far-as possible to eliminate flies and mos- 
quitoes but in genera] to beautify the entire 
community. 

The response by the citizenry, under the 
leadership of the municipality, which fur- 
nished additional trash collection service and 
men to work on cleaning undeveloped prop- 
erty, was gratifying and much was accom- 
plished. But somehow or somewhere the 
municipality has slipped in its leadership. 

Last January there was a dedication of a 
new sewage plant which was built at a con- 
siderable expense. At the time of dedica- 
tion the surrounding grounds had been grad- 
ed and terraced; some shrubs and further 
landscaping done, all of which presented a 
very creditable appearance — an appearance 
of progressiveness, cleanliness and sanita- 
tion. But look at it now — weeds — weeds al- 
most as large as young trees — a harbor, with 
an attracting center, for every sort of pesti- 
lent insect. 

The supervising engineer stated on com- 
pletion of the construction of this plant that 
it was a most unique as well as modern unit; 
that with its mechanical equipment it was 
almost automatic and needed no man-power 
for its operation other than a chemist and 
two laborers. Apparently he was right for 
with two laborers maybe the grounds would 
have been kept clear of the unsightly under- 
growth which is now there. 

But instead of a chemist and two laborers, 
the City fathers employed the service of a 
chemist and a plumber. The reason for a 
plumber has never been understood as there 
has been no need, nor any likely hood of any 
need, qf #ny plumbing work to be done. 

Nbw^he Council says that these two men 
have been doing the work of three men (but 
they did not say of what classification these 
three employees should be) and for this rea- 
son granted both substantial raise in salary 
It may possibly be true that these two have 
undertaken the work of three but some 
salient facts stand out — the premises around 
the plant have not been kept up — there is no 
need for a plumber — two good laborers could 
have been employed for the price of a plumb- 
er and the insect harbor eliminated, a muni- 
cipal example set for its citizenry, and the 
cleanliness and orderliness of the site main- 
tained. 



OUR LITTLE ALPHABETIC ORDER 



September a year ago a new Council was 
organized at Virginia Beach. One of the 
first expressions of this newly organized 
body was the avowed policy of economy 
This, undoubtedly, was done with a sincerity 
of purpose, a municipal financial necessity 
and a fulfillment of campaign pledges. In 
Any event, the move was received with a sigh 
4>f relief by the taxpayers. 

Among the first overt acts toward this 
£nd was the general reduction in the salaries 
of Town employees, some of which were vol- 
untarily proffered, the others graciously 
accepted, all in a spirit of cooperation in an 
effort to rehabilitate the financial conditions 
of the Town, which was admitted at that 
time to be anything but bright. 

This economic policy was concientiously 
pursued for a year and efforts were devoted 
to ways and means ni raising more revenue. 
Through these policies and with the increase 
in collections of revenue, the financial condi- 
tions of the Town were greatly bettered 
However, improved as they were, they could 
have not been substantially restored within a 
year. This fact is obvious, as no later than 
early summer there was difficulty in meet- 
ing the monthly payrolls. 

Never-the-less as the second year of the 
present administration is entered, the last 
of the now existing organized council, the 
policies seem to have been somewhat revers- 
ed — apparently the purse strings of eco- 
nomy have been cut. 

Virtually all of the Town employees have 
received a restoration of their salaries to the 
amounts as of before the cut of a year ago, 



some have even been raised above the ori- 
ginal amount, new jobs have been created, 
and those whose salaries have not been re- 
stored are now in line for the -'.rne. This 
has been done in spite of the fact, using the 
expressions of one Councilman, "that many 
had not asked for the increase, had not ex- 
pected it and were surprised when they re- 
ceived it." 

So it looks as if everyone in Virginia 
Beach will receive a raise of some sort, in- 
cluding" Mr. Taxpayer. However, his will 
hardly be a beneficial one but one brought 
about by necessity — a raise in his taxes, 
otherwise the Town will be faced with the 
same, if not a worse, financial status as it 
was a year ago. The budget, when compil- 
ed, did not contemplate this extensive pro- 
gram of salary raises and therefore it is in- 
evitable that a substantial deficit will arise 
as there was little or no surplus provided for 
in the budget to take care of unexpectancie.s. 

It is not meant to be said or even to infer 
that these employees are not deserving. In 
fact, many have been greatly underpaid for 
the services rendered and responsibilities 
accepted but thousands of dollars have been 
unhesitantly voted them in the face of these 
financial conditions. However, when an ap- 
propriation of $500 is requested to improve 
the streets to and from the school building, 
in order that the same may be made* acces- 
sible during bad weather, when there is the 
greatest need to the majority of the taxpay- 
ers and their children, there are no funds 
available. The matter is deferred in order 
that there might be time (using the lang- 
uage cf one Councilman) to "small up" some 
money, which merely indicates indefinite 
tabling. 

What is the significance of the sudden 
reversal of the economic policy adopted by 
the body a year ago, particularly as to 
salaries? One can only speculate: 

It happens, however, that there will be a 
municipal election next June when half of 
the Council seats are to be filled. It is neces- 
sary that an organization be formed in anti- 
cipation of this election. One of the best 
known places to plant a campaign acorn id 
among governmental employees. When June 
comes the taxpayers, being busy entering 
into the summer season, will have forgotten 
about the impassable streets leading to the 
school during the winter months but the 
weekly or monthly increased pay envelope 
will be a constant reminder of the gratuities. 

There may not be a four billion dollar fund 
to spend, in the face of obvious deficits, up- 
on the 'grand order of the alphabet' with an 
eye toward an election but it seems to appear 
that there is a proportionate fund for a 
'little alphabetic order' existing at Virginia 
Beach. 



SAFETY BY COOPERATION 



The Division of Motor Vehicles of the 
State has for the past several months been 
conducting an intensive safety campaign in 
an effort to reduce the number of traffic ac- 
cidents on the highways of the State. For 
some years attention has been directed to 
the vehicles themselves, through the semi- 
annual official inspections, requiring all 
motor vehicles to be in a mechanically safe 
condition for operation before being permits 
ted on the highways. These inspections 
have become more rigid annually and very 
satisfactory results have been obtained. 

The Division has now started a new cam- 
paign — one to educate the driver into being 
a safer instrumantality in the operation of 
motor conveyances. This, however, will 
probably be a much more difficult problem, 
as the human brain changes more rapidly 
than mechanical conditions. 

In this educational program, newspapers, 
magazines, civic clubs, automobile clubs and 
other organizations are continously being 
circularized with safety slogans, safety lit- 
erature and statistics to be passed on to the 
driving public in an effort to impress upon 
them the caution required in the operation 
of motor vehicles, hoping to decrease the 
many accidents that are now daily occurring 
If this propaganda campaign should meet 
with a degree of success that resulted from 
the mandatory inspection law, the number of 
traffic accidents should materially drop. 

The State Highway Department, also, is 
doing its part toward the safety prograrh. 
Continuous construction is going on to 
make the highways safer for the driving 
public. Millions of dollars are spent annual- 
ly to eliminate curves in-so-far-as possible, 
road widening, construction of underpasses 
and overpasses, grading and the erection of 
warning signs. 

It seems now that it is high time that a 
third unit enter this safety campaign — a 
unit which will be the most potent factor of 
them all — the driving public. 

If Mr. Driving Public would come down 
to earth and observe the rules of the road, 
caution signs, speed laws and courtesies to 
the other fellow, and at the same time realize 
that speed is not the greatest factor in life 
nor the beating of the other fellow to an in- 
tersection is a noble achievement, we would 
not see the columns of the daily newspapers 
filled wth items of casualties on the high 
ways. 

Mr. Driving Public is paying the bill any 
way you look at it — paying in many ways — 
paying with life — paying in maiming — 
paying in taxes, and paying in increased in 
surance premiums. 

It is high time that Mr. Driving Public 
realizes that he is paying the bills, with his 
life, his wife's, child's mother's, father's or 
ojther near relative's, as well as that of a 
minor consideration, his money. 

If Mr. Driving Public could see the light 
and join the governmental departments, as 
a third unit, in this safety program, which 
will cost little — just forethought, the toll of 
the highway in life, maiming and property 
destruction would greatly decrease. 

And do not forget that Mr. Driving Public 
is YOU. 



BOOKS TO OWN 



fMM 

By Elliot Paul 

Mr. Paul's .first three books, 
"The Life and Death of a Spanish 
Town," "Concert Pitch", and 
"Stars and Stripes Forever" were 
all quite different from one an. 
other and made it somewhat dif. 
flcult to predict what direction 
his efforts might take next, but 
even with this uncertainty it was 
rather a surprise, very pleasantly 
surprising to have him do such a 
rollicking satire as "The Mysteri- 
ous Mickey Finn." 
1 "The Mysterious Mickey Finn, 
or Murder at the Cafe du Dome: 
an International Mystery", is half 
satire and half burlesque on the 
sort of murder story in which the 
first victim is liquidated promptly, 
pretty close to the first page, and 
the carnage extends ultimately to 
an indefinite number of persons. 
In Mr. Paul's breezy tale of in. 
ternational intrigue the letting of 
blood begins somewhat late, after 
one has had a chance to become 
attached to the victims, and once 
started is comparatively unhamp- 
ered by conventions. It takes very 
diverse forms, claims some really 
bizare characters, and those it 
does not directly affect it involves 
in such an astonishing sequence 
of complications that 'The Mys- 
terious Mickey Finn" becomes one 
of the more relaxing divesions 
of its sort since Hilaire Belloc's 
very clever mystery satire, "But 
Soft: We Are Observed". 

The characters in Mr. Paul's 
tale — in any more serious story 
their number and idiosyncrasies 
might prove bewildering— are such 
as you might expect to find al- 
most any day in those parts of 
Paris habituated by artists, art 
dealers and art lovers, a Paris 
which the author knows quite in. 
timately. 

Things begin to happen the 
moment Hugo Weiss, an American 
art paton, puts foot in the 
French capital. They commence to 
happen at a more breath-taking 
tempo as soon as it becomes gen. 
eally known that something mys- 
terious has happened to Weiss. 
To the Paris police nothing seem- 
ed plainer than the artists' colony 
was responsible. To the artists 
themselves, guilty of much, to be 
sure, as artists are, but Innocent 
in this instance and several steps 
ahead of the police, it soon be- 
came apparent that what had 
happened to Weiss was somehow 
linked up with the forging of Old 
Masters, an untidy bit of busi- 
ness itself concerned with tax 
dodging. 

This triangle— the artists sus- 
pected by the inept police and 
caught between them and inter, 
national schemers who stoop- to 
anything and stop at nothing- 
results in the sequence of breath 
taking episodes, and the efforts of 
the artists to elude the police so 
that they might wage guerrilla 
warfare on the international ring 
and so restore Weiss to the bosom 
of the art world aer described by 
Mr. Paul with a sparkling wit, a 
sly, satirical humor, and mock 
seriousness which quite atone for 
his occasional lacunae and vagar- 
ies.

Many eyes are turned toward 
the United States, where Congress 
has received the President's' mes- 
sage asking for the repeal of the 
arms embargo, the substitution of 
a "cash and carry" system and 
the control by executive order of 
the trade limits of American mer- 
chantmen. President Roosevelt 
pointed to his proposals as mea- 
sures of neutrality. The present 
law, which he admitted he was 
sorry he had signed following its 
passage by Congress, has in effect 
made us partisans rather than 
neutrals because by an affirma- 
tive act it has parted from po- 
licies based on international law 
and now operates at the disad- 
vantage of contending nations 
having sea power. 

The effect of the embargo hap 
been to minimize the value of 
English and French control of the 
sea, while Germany with a domi- 
nant land force is in a favored 
position to obtain supplies over 
land. Therefore unwittingly this 
nation has played into the hand 
of Germany. 

A repeal of the embargo may be 
taken by some people as a breach 
of neutrality, because it will cer- 
tainly be of material assistance to 
the allies. The point may be sus- 
tained, but certainly the United 
States must view ihe situation 
from her own standpoint and not 
from that of any of the warring 
nations. This war is one for self 
aggrandizement, for power, for 
selfish purposes. We do not think 
for a moment that England or 
Fiance would have precipitated a 
European war because of Poland, 
on the contrary the invasion of 
Poland and the treaties between 
the nations was used as an oc- 
casion to stop Hitler and erase 
the Hitler threat to dominate 
Europe. To insure our neutrality 
and our peace it will be necessary 
to decide our actions on the same 
general principles as have been 
used in the European conflict. We 
have no favor to ask of any na- 
tion, no obligation to pay any na- 
tion. We are free to act for the 
best interest of ourselves and our- 
selves alone. Therefore to prac- 
tice an absolute neutrality, we 
should sell any country any goods 
we have to sell, whether it be 
munitions, food, raw materials or 
manufactured products, provided 
they pay cash and transport, them 
in their own ships. When goods 
leave this shore there can be no 
cause to involve this nation in the 
war. 

Obviously, America can not, nor 
would it be to the best interest 
to take all of the merchant mar- 
ine from the seas. American trade 
must go forward, and will go for- 
ward through stimulating trade 
in South America and with other 
neutral countries, well without 
the war zone. Even if this policy 
caused a reduction in world ship- 
ping, it would certainly be better 
than exposing America to a 
World War from which we have 
never, nor can "wnder any circum-' 
stances, gain anything. 

Let's be -selfish^ Attend to our 
own business and not be frxreed 
to "pull someone's chestnut/ out 
of the fire. 



LITTLE SYMPATHY FOR THE 
VIRGINIA BOOTLEGGER 



If there's anything in Virginia 
community life for which there is 
little justification, it is the boot- 
legger. And if there is anyone for 
whom we have little sympathy, 
and less hope, it is the bootlegg- 
er's customer.

The State of Virginia ... as 
the chief and only dispenser of 
legal liquor . . . sells its wares at 
a reasonable co m mercial price. To 
compete with state and private 
industry, the bootlegger is com- 
pelled to and usually does put out 
a much inferior product. And one 
characteristic of liquor is that the 
poorer the product the more pow- 
erful and dangerous it is. 

We greet the charge of Judge 
Frederick W. Coleman to the 
grand jury that they show no 
mercy on bootleggers, therefore, 
with approval. The Virginia sys- 
tem of state control has demon- 
strated itself the best possible 
system of liquor sale management. 
Any. one who has traveled in other - 
states and has seen the great var-^^ 
iety of other systems adopted, Is 
in thorough agreement with this 
statement. In many states the old 
saloon with all of its evils has re- 
turned. In some states every drug 
store is a bar. We admit there Is 
probably no perfect system of li- 
quor control; but Virginia's sys- 
tem is by far the best, is far more 
conducive to moderation in drink- 
ing and far more free from poli- 
tical abuse. 

The State, being the liquor 
monopolist, it is to the public weal 
that amateur competitors be eli- 
minated. During the days of pro- 
hibition, bootleggers had a mea- 
sure of sympathy from part of 
the public. In the mountain coun. 
ties where illicit liquor production 
and sale is an ancient private 
privilege frequently defended with 
life as a matter of principal, the 
maker of mountain dew has be- 
come a heroic legend. 

But no sympathy or praise 
attaches to the trade of the Vir- 
ginia bootlegger. He stills his il- 
licit potion primarily for the con- 
sumption of those people who 
want a powerful punch at little 
cost. He caters to the same trade 
that used to favor distilled shoe- 
blacking and canned heat as the 
quickest exit from sanity and con- 
sciousness. 

The Virginia bootlegger adds 
little to the Virginia scene . . . not 
even picturesquences. We wish 
the Hanover courts and authori- 
ties good luck in their efforts to 
eliminate him.

America wants peace. We want 
no part in the blood-letting pro- 
cess adopted by Hitler and his 

associates. We want every nation, 
large and small, to have the right 
of that liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness we enjoy, and feel that 
if we can supply munitions' to 
those' fighting the European mon- 
ster in the cause of liberty, that 
so far as possible, we should do 
all that can be done, to make 
these munitions accessible to the 
democracies of Europe, by telling 
them to come and buy for cash, 
all we can supply and take them 
away in their own ships and as- 
sume all the responsibility of do- 
ing so. 

This is no unneutral act. We 
have the implements of war ana 
are able to produce more when 
called upon to do so, but will not 
assume any stand, other than to 
sell and deliver on the terms as 
enacted by the Neutrality Act, as 
changed. We want the business. If 
a war has to be fought, whether 
or no, we should be in the posi- 
tion of supplying all munitions 
needed to hasten the war to an 
early end. We will not supply any 
more man power, just the sinews 
of war that they can buy here. 

Failing to be able to do so, we 
will see a lot of this business go- 
ing to Canada, where already 
many manufacturers and indus- 
trial plants are getting ready to 
operate there to the detriment of 
the United States. Let us keep this 
money at home; we need it for 
employment and for the continu- 
ed operation of our several indus- 
tries. 

Such a course may incur the ill 
will of the dictator nations, who 
could not buy from us in any 
case, as their depleted treasuries 
and inability to come and get the

Warsaw, the Polish capital, "a 
destroyed inferno, ' was today re- 
ported ready to capitulate on the 
20th day of its German seige and 
after "more than 3,000 civilians" 
had been killed in the previous 
twenty-four hours. 

The French today reported they 
had pierced the Siegfried Line, 
with important advances into 
German territory, but the Ger- 
mans on the other hand announc- 
ed from Berlin that the Nazi air 
forces had "successfully attacked" 
several British warships in the 
Nortn Sea — "battleships, airplane 
carriers, cruisers and destroyers." 

"Besides airplane carrier, which 
has been destroyed," said the Ber- 
lin announcement, ' several sev- 
ere hits were scored on one battle- 
ship. Our airplanes sustained no 
loss." 

The Oerman interpretation was 
that a second British airplane 
carrier — the Courageous, sunk 
September 17th. being the first — 
had been destroyed, but Benin 
report failed to name the vessel 
to which it referred. British den- 
ials came.

"The moment that Czechoslov- 
akia has solved her other prob- 
lems, that is, when the Czechs 
have reconciled themselves with 
their other minorities, the Cezch 
State no longer interests me; if 
you please, I give the guarantee. 
We do not want any Czechs." 

Then in the very same Berlin 
speech, just one year ago yester- 
day and speaking of Poland, that 
land which today lies in many 
parts in ruin with its beautiful 
capital, Warsaw, "3 destroyed in- 
ferno," Adolf Hitler said: 

"We succeeded In arriving at an 
agreement which for the duration 
of ten years basically removes the 
danger of any clash. We are all 
determined, and also convinced, 
that this agreement will bring 
about lasting and continuous 
pacification, because problems Jn 
eight years are no different from 
those of today. We do not have 
to expect anything from each 
other. We recognize this. We are 
two peoples. They shall live. One 



Hitler who assured the 
Czechs and Slovaks. Hitler who 
assured the Poles, is the same 
Hitler who today will assure that 
he Is "finished" with all his aims 
attained. But Hitler will never be 
finished until the English and 
French put him not on Elba, in 
the Mediterranean, from which 
Napoleon escaped, but on St.

He said that considerable at- 
tention was devoted to an im- 
portant change in the act which 
relates to workers approaching 
age 06 or those who have already 
reached age 68. Before the Social 
Security Act was amended, wages 
earned by wor k e rs after he had 
become 66 did not count toward 
benefits. Under the amended act 
this "stop date" at age 66 has 
been removed so that a worker 
may continue to build up wage 
credits regardless of his age as 
long as he remains in employment 
covered by the system. This parti, 
cular change was made retro- 
active so that It actually became 
effective as of January 1, 1939. 

Mr. Dickson said that in view 
of this fact, the attainment claim 
formerly paid to an Insured work. 
er when he reached age 65 has 
been stopped. Instead the older 
worker now has a chance to 
Qualfiy for monthly benefits which 
become payable January 1, 1940. 
He stressed the fact that a rela- 
tive of any Insured worker who 
dies before 1940 may still file 
claim for a lump-sum payment of 
old-age insurance, provided the 
deceased had not received a bene, 
fit payment of old-age insurance 
during his lifetime.

More Funds Sought 
For State Police 



The addition of 118 men was 
asked in the budget for the Di. 
vision of Motor Vehicles presented 
to Governor Price and the Budget 
Advisory Committee. The total 
amount requested in the two-year 
budget was $3,552,138— $1,849,581 
for 1940-41, and $1,702,557 for 
1941-42. 

■ Major R. P. Bishop, assistant

Managers Discuss 
Amendments To 
Social Security Act 

Horace K. Dickson, Manager of 
the Norfolk office of the Social 
Security Board has returned from 
Wasnington where he attended a 
regional conference of field mar. 
agers from Maryland, North 
Carolina, Virginia, West Virginia, 
and the District of Columbia. 



The biggest crop of wild ducks 
in 10 years will head southward 
from Canada this fall, according 
to an organized survey of the 
great Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta breeding grounds by 
Ducks Unlimited, Inc. The duck 
hunting season began October 1 
in seven northern states from 
South Dakota to Maine. 

A census of the duck population 
in the prairie provinces, which 
produce the bulk of the water- 
fowl, revealed an estimated 22 per 
cent, increase over a figure of ap- 
proximately 55,000,000 webfeet 
compiled in a similar survey last 
year. 

Participating in the duck census 
were nearly 2,0,00 ground observ- 
ers who surveyed the southern, 
settled half of the provinces. Aer- 
ial survey parties covered nearly 
4,000 miles of the Canadian wild- 
erness country as far north as 
Lake Athabaska. 

A tremendous increase in tne 
Saskatchewan duck crop was re- 
ported, due to reflooding of 
prairie marshes where huge 
duckling losses occurred in past, 
drought years. Good runoff of 
snow water last spring and heavy 
June rains provided sufficient 
moisture tc bring broods safely 
through the normally rainiest; 
summer. 

Over 300,000 acres of restored 
breeding marsh projects, unsuc- 
cessfully drained for wheat farm- 
ing and now reflooded by Ducks 
Unlimited dams, produced bump- 
er wildfowl crops. Destruction of 
over 250,000 nest-robbing crows in 
duck nesting areas in govern- 
ment-Ducks Unlimited campaign.-; 
is reported as further contributing 
to the webfoot comeback. 

Biggest increases were noted 
among mallard, pintail and bald- 
pate ducks, with good increases of 
canvasback, bluebill and ruddies 
Redhead showed a lesser propor- 
tionate increase.

On Cotton Quota 

Princess Anne County farmers 
will vote December 9 on whether 
marketing quotas similar to those 
in effect for the last two seasons 
shall be applied to the 1940 cotton 
crop. 

"Most cotton farmers are thor- 
oughly familiar with marketing 
quotas". County Agent Ozlin said, 
"as they have used them for the 
last 2 years to avoid adding to our 
already large cotton supply and 
to protect the markets of farmers 
Who plant within their acreage 
allotments. Without quotas, pro. 
ducers who overplant might de- 
feat the efforts of those trying to 
adjust the market supply to de- 
mand and normal carry-over." ' 

The national cotton quota pro. 
claimed by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace for 1940 is the same 
as for 1939. This will make pos- 
sible, with normal yields, the 
marketing within the quota of 
approximately 12 million bales 
during the year beginning Aug. 
ust 1, 1940. 

Approval by I wo- thirds of the 



who rote in the December 9 re- 
ferendum is required to continue 
quotas in effect for 1940. The 
1939 quota was approved by 84.1 
percent of the grow er s voting. 
- "The conservation phases of the 
Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram will continue to operate re- 
gardless of the outcome of the 
December 9 referendum," remind, 
ed cotton growers. "However, 
marketing quotas assure growers 
participating to the AAA farm 
program who plant within their 
acreage allotments that their ef- 
forts to adjust supplies will not 
be nullified by noncooperators. 

"Farmers who plant within 
their acreage allotments will be 
able to market aH of the cotton 
they produce on their allotted 
acreage without penalty. If mar- 
kettog quotas are in effect, s 
noncooperator must pay a penalty 
of 3 cents per pound on all cotton 
sold In excess of the marketing 
quota for his farm. 

"World conditions and present 
supplies of American cotton make 
the 1940 marketing quota neces- 
sary if cotton farmers want to 
prevent disasters that have af- 
fected than to the past. The 
Agricultural Adjustment Act 
gives us the mean?, through cot. 
ton loans and conservation mea- 
sures, to protect farm interests.*'

A good 4ftnl of news appears in the papers relating to intentions 
Of the Government to freeze prices and stop profiteering In farm pro- 
k As everyone knows there are large surpluses of foodstuffs and 
prices are unreasonably low. The moment farm prices step up 
% and raise the hopes of farmers some departments of Oovero- 
may be counted on to get excited, and fearful that food manu- 
facturers and distributors are conspiring to "gyp" the public. Even 
the big shots in labor unions fear that there is something going hay. 
wire, without them being in on the game. 

In discussing thesa matters Congressman Cannon of Missouri, 
stated that "wheat sold at Liverpool op July 24, W3», »t the lowest 
price since the reign of Queen Blisaaeth." He also added that "lard 
sold last month at the lowest price in the history of the Chicago 
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By the middle of September the war raised the European price 
of wheat 22 cents a bushel, and cotton was bringing an increased 
price of $5 a bale "over there." According to Mr. Cannon the Agri- 
cultural Department is taking steps to secure "punitive laws to freeze 
farm prices— and the farmer at the same time." He furnished a 
record of prices for many farm products showing that the farmer is 
getting a small, and stingy, price for nearly everything he raises, in- 
cluding corn, wheat, hay. oats, wool and livestock. About the only item 
in the figures that looks reasonable is the price of $78 for a horse in 
a local market— but even the horse was sold for less than one-half 
she so-called "parity price" which was the real price that should have 
been put on his head, according to the United States Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics. 

"And yet," protests the Congressman, "when the products of the 
farmer's toil advance a few cents sboveothe Inadequate price he has 
been receiving the cry of profiteer' goes out over the country, and 
Congress is asked to* take drastic steps to prevent further increases." 
He backs his stand with a list of prices and observes that "the re- 
grettable thing about all this profiteering is that the prices of aU food 
stuffs on which they are charged with profiteering are less today than 
they were one year ago." 

As the subject is chased down most of (he charges of profiteering 
seem to vanish. What happened in Washington, right under the 
nose of the National Administration which indicates what is occurring 
elsewhere, was a rush of housewives who bought large quantities of 
sugar. The chains and some of the independent dealers met the de- 
mands, and abo nabbed the chance to profiteer at the expense of the 
local public. Some of them did not stop with sugar prices, but seized 
a psychological moment to boost othef prices from ham and eggs to 
fruits and canned goods. But it was only a temporary hysteria. 

Better prices are higher prices and the advance seems certain 
to reach every part of the country. That is a wholly and entirely 
different matter from the sin of profiteering. 

CONGRESS AND WAR 

Congress walked out on President Roosevelt's neutrality bill less 
than two months ago because it thought the President was wrong. 
Conservative onlookers in Washington think that a substantial maj- 
ority of Senators will put the President's program across with possibly 
a few unimportant changes. This switch in the position of Americas 
house of lords indicates that it is possible for Mr. Roosevelt to be 
right, and President. , 

The Administration and statesmen are all agreed that the big 
problem is to "keep the country out of war." They disagree about a 
program. A substantial minority of able Senators are of the opinion 
that the dangers of war will be increased if we open our markets to 
help the English and French buy airplanes and instruments of war 
that are made in this country. Some of them take the position that 
this is even an immoral course for the nation to pursue. 

Debates in the Senate will furnish interesting and instructive 
reading.

Questions And 
Answers On Week 
Day Refigioiis 

Education Topics 

Q. What is Week Day Religious 
Education? 

A. Week day religious education 
is cooperative effort of the 
churches of a community to teach 
children the principles of the 
Christian Religion on week days 
throughout the school year on the 
basis of "released time" from the 
public schools on a time schedule 
satisfactory to the public school 
authorities. 

Q. What responsibility do the 
public schools assume for initiat- 
ing and supervising the move, 
spent? 

A. None at alL In every situation, 
the movement is initiated and 
su p e r v is e d by the churches. All 
that the public schools do is to 
recognize that religion la a neces- 
sary and vital part of a child's 
education and allow the churches 
to use one or two periods each 
week in which to give religious 
instruction. 

Q. Where are the classes in religi- 
ous education conducted? 
A. The classes are conducted in 
public school buildings or in 
churches or other buildings con- 
veniently located to the public 
schools. 

Q. Is it considered a violation of 
the principle of the separation of 
church and state for the churches 
to use public school buildings for 
purposes of religious education? 
A. No. The separation of churcn 
and state was never meant to 
mean a separation of religion 
from life. Besides, the public 
schools in Virginia have always 
maintained a friendly and sym- 
pathetic attitude toward the 
churches. Where is there a com- 
munity where the churches hav« 
not conducted Sunday school and 
church services in public building 
at some tune during the last cen- 
tury? 

Q. How is the Virginia Council of 
Religious Education related to the 
movement for Week Day Religious 
Education? 

A. The Virginia Council of Reli- 
gious Education is a state-wide 
promotional and supervisory 
agency. It offers its services to 
any community desiring assist- 
ance in organizing or supervising 
this work. 

Q. Wriat is the group in a local 
community which is responsib'e 
for the operation of these schools ?

Q. How are the teachers selected? 
A. The teachers are selected by a 
committee representing the 
churches of the local community. 



The ministers of a co m munity us- 
ually compose the membership of 
this committee. 

Q. What are the qualifications of 
teachers? 

A. They just be as wefl prepared 
to teach the particular grades as 
is required to. teach these grades 
in the public schools. Most of the 
teachers have the Master of Arts 
degree In religious education. 
Q. Is it necessary for a teacher 
to have a certificate to teach In 
the public schools of Virginia? 
A. In some counties where these 
schools are In operation it is 
necessary for the teacher to have 
a certificate authorizing her to 
teach in the pubUc schools. In 
other counties a certificate is not 
necessary but always, it is neces- 
sary for a Bible teacher to have 
received such college and univer- 
sity training that she eould secure 
a certificate to teach in the public 
schools. 

Q. Are ministers ever used as 
teachers? 

A. We know of only one .situation 
where a minister was used as a 
teacher in Virginia Council of 
Religious Education week day 
church schools. This work is in 
the grades and most ministers 
lack the technical training which 
is necessary for securing a certi- 
ficate to teach children in the 
grades. 

Q. What is Tr.e usual salary of 
teachers? 

A. The teacher of religion recetveo 
about the same salary as grade 
school teachers receive in the par- 
ticular county or city. 
Q. How are funds raised? 
A. All funds are secured in what 
might be called An Every Mem- 
ber Canvass of the Community. A 
Finance Committee, representing 
the churches, conducts a general 
solicitation of interested indivi- 
duals. 

Q. Do churches and organizations 
assist in financing this movement? 
A. Yes. Churches, Sunday Schools, 
Sunday School classes, women s 
organizations, clubs and corpora, 
tions are invited to make free 
contributions and many such or- 
ganizations respond with generous 
gifts. 

Q. Are all the children of a par- 
ticular school required to take re- 
ligious instruction ? 
A. No. It is necessary for every 
pupil to have his enrollment card 
signed by his parent or guardian 
before he can be enrolled in the 
class for religious instruction. 
Q. What per cent of the children 
usually enroll for this work.' 
A. In the communities wher° this 
work has been started, it is very 
common to find 95 per cent or 
more of- .the children enrolled for 
the work. 

Q. Do children who do not attend 
Sunday School enroll for this 
work? , t 

A. Yes. In many communities, 
half of those who enroll for thi.; 
religious instruction do not at- 
tend Sunday school or church.

Being Issued 

The men who go down to the 
sea in ships are in many respects 
wards of the United States, their 
welfare and the safety of their 
ships were being carefully guard- 
ed by the Lighthouse Service. 
which until recently was a dis- 
tinct arm of the government 
service, but now a part of' the 
United States Coast Guard. 

Both the east and the west 
coasts are protected by light- 
houses, many of them famous in 
story poem and song. 

A complete history of the light- 
houses is contained in two book- 
lets recently printed and distri- 
buted by the Coast Guard. 

Each state has its outstanding 
beacon light— Virginia its Cape 
Henry, North Carolina its Hattei- 
as light. New York its Fire Island. 
Delaware its Harbor of Refuge. 
New Jersey its Nanesink and 
Sandy Hook, Connecticut its New 
London Harbor Light, Rhode Is- 
land its Pouit Judith, Florida its 
St. Augustine light. Georgia its 
Tybee Light and the famous 
Watch Hill light marking the en- 
trance .to Fishers Island Sound 
in Rhode Island. 

In far off Alaska, the Cape 
Spencer Light marks the entrance 
to Cross Sound and is the most 
isolated of Alaskan lighthouses, 
where keepers must go 20 miles 
for then* mail and where the near, 
est town in 150 miles away. 

Pigeon Point light. Parallon 
light, Trinidad Head light, Mile 
Rock light and the St. George 
Reef light guard the coast of 
California. In the Hawaiian Is- 
lands the Kilauea Point and Ka- 
kapun Point lights are maintain- 
ed, while hi Oregon the Tilla. 
mook Rock guards the coast. In 
Washington the Cape Flattery 
Lighthouse stands to cast its ray 
of hope to the mariner.

FRUIT MILK WHIP 
Combine, etirring until eager »

■ cups milk 



% cup sugar. 

Combine — 

1 4%-oz. can strained apricots and 

applesauce* 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
% teaspoon salt. 

Add slowly to milk mixture, stir- 
ring constantly.

Before serving, beat with rotary 
egg beater.

Q. Is it necessary to "well" trees 
where the grade is to be raised? 

A. Generally, yes. Wells should 
be of sufficient diameter to per- 
mit future growth and to admit 
air to the base of the trunk. In 
heavy soil the well must be drain- 
ed and the area over the root 
spread should be thoroughly 
drained and aerated by placing 
crushed stones or cobblestones to 
a depth of several inches over the 
old grade around the tree. 



Q. What should one consider in 
arranging walks and drives? 

A. Walks and drives should be 
arranged for convenient and safe 
access to the house and garage 
and should be so placed as to in- 
terfere as little as possible with 
the use of open spaces for yards 
and gardens.

Q. What can I do to make my 
attic cooler to Summer ? It is very 
hot, even though I have the win- 
dows open. 

A. The windows are probably 
too small to. allow the heat to be 
carried out by natural circula- 
tion. The condition may be im- 
proved by installing an electric 
fan in one of the windows to draw 
out the hot air or by adding more 
windows or ventilators. 



Q. What causes t'amp spots on 
inside surfaces of outside walls? 

A. They are usually caused by 
leakages around window frames 
or in cold climates by condensa- 
tion of moisture on interior sur- 
faces of the wall which are below 
the dew-point temperature of the 
air. Occasionally there may be 
leakages through a masonry wall. 
These are generally traceable to 
tdefective joints or failure to pro- 
vide an air space by furring or 
other means. Damp spots may 
also be caused by leaking or 
sweating pipes.

Attic Booms 

The attic is usually an easy and 
economical place in which to add 
bedrooms or playrooms. With 
such an addition one changes a 
five-room house to a six-or seven- 



room house without 

wing or becoming involved IP 

serious structural changes. 

Adequate ventilation and light 
for these rooms can be provided 
by adding dormers and windows 
in the gable. If possible, dormers 
should be added in both front 
and rear so that there will be 
through cross-ventilation. The 
Federal Housing Administration, 
under its Mo<(prni2ation Credit 
Plan, insures loans by qualified 
lending institutions for remodel- 
ing attic space for this purpose

Zone Protection 

With the object 3f making the 
full benefits of mortgage insur- 
ance available to all communities, 
the FHA's Land Planning Divi- 
sion encourages communities 
which lack adequate zoning ord- 
inances to set up such regulations 
and thereby provide the necessary 
protection. 

Added impetus is said to have 
been given to rezoning activities 
during recent years by the unwill- 
ingness of lending institutions to 
advance mortgage money for the 
purchase or construction of homes 
located in areas zoned for com- 
mercial use. 

This attitude has been fostered 
•by the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration's underwriting practice, 
which attaches great weight to 
hazards to residential investment 
resulting from this condition. 

The large vacancies, or use for

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WHO CLOSES THE SEASON? 



Thousands of dollars have been spent in 
the last few years in advertising Virginia 
Beach as a year round play ground, located 
just south of North and north of South. This 
advertising matter, setting out the many 
advantages and attractions has spread far 
and wide throughout the forty-eight states 
of the Union and into the domains of Cana- 
da. In spite of this wide spread distribu- 
tion of literature exploiting the many virtues 
of the community, after Labor Day has 
passed, the Town takes upon itself the ap- 
pearance of a 'lost colony'. 

Undoubtedly Virginia Beach has the mak- 
ings of a year round play ground. When one 
reflects on the balmy days and refreshing 
nights of the past few weeks, which are 
characteristic of this season of the year 
here, he will have to admit it to be the most 
ideal of all in which to enjoy the many ad- 
vantages to be offered at the Beach. But 



When ft became necessary to move a piece 
of fire apparatus, it was found most diffi- 
cult due to the number of parked automo- 
biles in close vicinity of the fire ; each time a 
piece of hose was moved the men were handi- 
capped by the spectators being in their way 
and further a fear of in jurying some of 
them. Spectators were constantly in the 
way of the manipulation of ladders and also 
continuously blocking such light beams as 
were available for the men to see by in their 
work. More particular, the children of the 
early teens were here, there and everywhere 
in the way, in places of danger and constant- 
ly interfering with the progress of the fire- 
men. 

Handicapped as they were by these hind- 
rances, the rack of water and fighting a stub- 
born fire stimulated by a stiff northeast 
wind, the department did a nice bit of work 
in continuously holding the fire, which at 
times gave promise of being a major con- 
flagration, under control and keeping the 
damage to the minimum. For this the News 
commends them and more particularly for 
the rapidity with which they placed a pump- 
er on Rudee Lake, after having discovered 
the lack of water from the Town mains, and 
running over a 1,000 feet of hose through 
marshes and brush to the scene of the fire 
to procure the necessary water with which 
to check it. 

Virginia Beach has an excellent fire de- 
partment for a Town of its size and it is 
supported by an efficient volunteer force, all 
of which has greatly aided in bringing not 
only comfort to its inhabitants but a sub- 
stantial saving in fire insurance rates to the 
property holders. It would, therefore, seem 
that as little as the citizens could do, would

The guest does not stop to analyze the 
conditions but carries home a casual verbal 
message, which is far more impressive than 
a printed circular, that Virginia Beach closes 
after Labor Day. 

Beyond a shadow of doubt the Beach sea- 
son could be extended well into the Fall, if 
not the Winter, if the business people would 
forget the habit of saying that everything 
closes after Labor Day but instead, describe 
the charm and beauty of the Fall months at 
Virginia Beach and impress upon their 
visitors the fact that there are year round 
attractions and accommodations, and then 
they, themselves, stay open longer to en- 
courage these visitors to stay over or to 
come later, instead of slamming the doors in 
their faces and say we close after Labor Day.

Fire Chief Dodson, as well as his predeces- 
sor in office, has frequently requested the 
public to lend its cooperation to the fire de- 
partment in the time of fire. In making 
this request a few simple rules were out- 
lined to be followed in rendering this aid. 
First, that the automobilest comply with the 
law by pulling his car to the side of street in 
order that the fire apparatus might have a 
dear unobstructed right-of-way and at the 
same time reduce the hazard of possible ac- 
cidents. Second, that after reaching the 
scene of the fire, park his automobile at a 
reasonable distance away, so that there will 
be no hindrance in moving the equipment 
should it become necessary. Third, that the 
individual himself stay a reasonable distance 
away from the fire to avoid impeding the 
firemen in handling and moving the hose 
lines as well as to protect himself from 
possible injury by falling timbers, flying 
or a broken hose

He does not expect his mail to be opened 
between posting and receipt, nor his tele- 
phone to be tapped. , 

He has not registered with the police. 

He carries an identification card only in 
case he should be the victim of a traffic ac- 
cdent. 

He thinks of his neighbors across inter- 
national borders — of those to the north as 
though they were across a State line, rather 
than as foreigners — of those to the south 
more as strangers since they speak a langu- 
age different from his, and with the knowl- 
edge that there are now matters of differ- 
ence between his government and theirs, but 
of neither with an expectancy of war. 

He worships GOD in the fashion of his 
choice, without let. 

His children are with him in his home, 
neither removed to a place of greater safety, 
if young, nor, if older, ordered ready to serve 
the State with sacrifice of limb or life. 

He has his problems, his troubles, his un- 
certainties, but all others are not overshad- 
owed by the imminence of battle and sudden 
death.

By Arthur Koestler 
Herr Koestler 's book, of which 
Edith Simons has done an exce- 
ptionally good translation is the 
story of that remarkable episode 
of the Gladiatorial, or Slave War 
which threw Italy into consterna- 
tion during the years 73-71 B, C- 
the revolt of those seventy-odd 
gladiators under the humane and 
able Spartacus who took refugt- 
on Mt. Vesuvius and drew to their 
standard slaves and others to the 
number of ninety thousand, and 
with this enlarged force not only 
defied the civil authority of Rome 
in southern Italy but overwhelm. 
ed the legions sent against them 
on several occasions. 

We do not know too- many de- 
tails of this audacious insurrec- 
tion. The accounts of Plutarch. 
Appian, floras and livy are in- 
definite and conflicting, while 
Sauuat's fuller narrative survives 
only in fragments. Yet th*r* *<• 
enough for one with Herr Koest- 
ler's agile imagination and under, 
standing of the contemporary 
Roman scene to spin into a con. 
vincing narrative. 

The author writes very largely 
from the insurrectionists' side and 
he looks at the whole episode of 
the war through the spectacles of 
a softened cynic. Consequently, 
"The Gladiators" becomes some, 
thing more than an historical 
novel of the ordinary sort, and 
the events themselves add up to 
more than an occasionally brilli- 
ant but ultimately futile effort, 
the war itself looms up as one in 
our long series of erratic efforts 
to progress and the book takes 
somewhat the character of a mel. 
lowed sophisticate'3 commentary 
upon human frailty. 

While some of the characters 
are done convincingly the figure 
of the loader. Spartacus, is etched 
in rather lightly, though his very 
sketchineso seems to give em- 
phasis to the shallowness of the 
movement which he led, to th° 
racial and Intellectual discords 
which nullified the efforts of th« 
gladiators to erect an Utopian 
state and carried them eventually 
to a brutal death at the hands of 
the government which they bril- 
liantly defied for a time. 

Although Herr Koestler's book 
is of only average length, it may 
seem overlong to those who are 
unable to enter altogether into 
the spirit of his mellow discur- 
sievness, but those who enjoy an 
essentially dramatic story done 
with imagination and sympathy 
will probably find "The Gladla. 
tors" among the best historical 
novels of the year.

The circumstances surrounding 
the announcement of the death of 
General Werner von i Fritsch 
"while with the troops in the fore- 
most front" before Warsaw are 
so peculiar that speculation is 
bound to follow. His loss was not 
evfcn mentioned in the regular 
communique of the German High 
Command. First word came from 
Hitler's headquarters, which also 
made clear that despite his title of 
colonel general, next rank below 
that of field marshal, von Fritsch 
held Only a minor post and was 
leading a reconnoissance patrol. 
German press accounts were con- 
flicted to belief obituaries on m. 
side pages. 

Until last year von Fritsch was 
in command. It was he who in 
five years brought the German 
forces to their present efficiency. 
But beyond his work he stood as 
a symbol. With ramrod stiffness 
he represented the uncompromis- 
ing tradition of the Prussian mili- 
tary caste. His chill blue eye be- 
hind its monocle regarded with 
distaste the infiltration of Nasi 
upstarts into the professional 
ranks of the military machine. 

But when Hitler came into 
power von Fritsch was his choice 
for Chief of Staff. The unscrupu- 
lous politician and the stern dis- 
ciplinarian did not get along. 
Goering suggested that von Frit- 
sch step aside. He refused. His 
exposure of the plot of Captain 
Ernst Roehm, Hitler's closest 
friend, and the resulting "blood 
purge," which put a bullet 
through Roehm's head and ousted 
the Brown Shirts from the of- 
ficers* corps, made it inexpedient 
to remove him. Hitler's chance 
came later. Von Fritsch, outraged 
at Marshal von Blomberg's marri- 
age to a "social inferior" protested 
vigorously. Hitler swept out both 
von Fritsch and von Blomberg 
with many other Prussianized 
generals and seized the chiei 
command himself. But this purge 
was incomplete. So strong was von 
Fritsch's influence in the army 
that he had to be partially re- 
habilitated and publicly praised. 

Now that , he is dead, and at 
the very threshold of the war, how 



Nations are born and nations 
die, like people. Some nations 
which once were great have com- 
pletely perished from the earth. 
And there are some, which though 
their national existence is seem- 
ingly destroyed by a ruthless foe,, 
will yet rise again to power and 
success. This, we aU hope, will be 
the future of Poland, which now 
undergoes such severe trial. 

The world has been witnessing 
what seems to some like the end 
of Poland as a nation. Here is. 
a brave and energetic people who 
in 20 years of national existence 
had built up a progressive state. 
But crushed between two mighty 
giants, what may seem like a 
death blow to their existence as 
an independent nation has been 
delivered. 

Disregarding their treaty of 
non-aggression with Poland, Ger- 
many invaded this peaceful coun- 
try with its nffghty mechanised 
force. The Polish soldiers, says o 
dispatch, fought like lions, but 
lions can do little against ma- 
chine guns, tanks, and airplanes. 
Then Russia stepped in and 
grabbed its share of the spoils. 

Poland was 400 years ago the 
leading country of Eastern Eur- 
ope. By a succession of the wars 
to which Europe seems perman- 
ently addicted, the country was 
so shattered that by three suc- 
cessive partitions it ceased for 144 
years to be an independent na- 
tion. Now they are going to par. 
titions it ceased for 144 years to 
be an independent nation. Now 
they are going to partition Poland 
for a fourth time. A separate 
Polish state will perhaps be set 
up, but it will have to obey its 
masters and humble itself in the 
dust. A 

Nations which are destroyed, 
according to the ordinary, view, 
have in many cases had a resur- 
rection. It is the belief of Ameri- 
cans that such a renewal of life 
will come to this iong suffering 
people. They have lost control 
of their lands, but their power 
and courage will make themselves 
felt, and in time they should 
again rejoice in national freedom.

Balanced Budget Is 
Aim Of Governor 



Reiterating that his objective 
s a balanced budget, Governor 
Price last week gave assurance to 
large business and tax-payin? 
groups that budget requests made 
by State departments and institu- 
tions will receive careful study. 

"The interest shown is grati- 
fying", the Governor said. 

Although these budget requests 



for the next btennium amounted 
to some 838.008,088 more than 
present appropriations provide, 
the chief executive emphasized 
that the present btennium budget 
is balanced, notwithstanding the 
fact that a sum of 830,088,080 in 
excess of the amount actually ap- 
propriated by the last General As- 
sembly was sought two years ago. 

Specifically, no member of the 
Governor's Advisory Commission 
on the Budget recommended any 
tax increases, but various sugges- 
tions for raising additional State 
funds were made public by an 
economist employed by the Vir- 
ginia Education Association. 

Meanwhile, budget inspection 
trips to State institutions were 
made on Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday of this week and were 
to be resumed October 16 and 
concluded on October 19. The 
budget group thereafter will come 
to the serious problem of attempt, 
ing to reconcile budget requests 
with estimated revenues. 

Governor Price, at a personal 
conference in Washington with 
Navy Department officials, began 
negotiations in the hope of clear, 
ing up Jurisdictional questions 
over property the Navy Depart- 
ment proposes to acquire near 
Norfolk, involving an $800,000 ex- 
pansion program there.

When this present century came around the corner 39 years ago 
the horse-drawn vehicles of the period were the outstanding methods 
of transportation on the roads.

Foreclosures 
Law Is oOHgnt 

Organisations Expect Com- 
pletion Within Tear 

Efforts toward establishment of 
a simplified uniform mortgage- 
foreclosure law. widely regarded 
as a constructive force in stabi- 
lising the home-lending field, is 
being steadily pushed, according 
to an announcement by Federal 
Housing Administrator Stewart 
McDonald. 

The proposed law has been 
under preparation for several 
years under the auspices of the 
Central Housing Committee in 
Washington. While no definite 
action has been taken by any of 
the groups sponsoring it. propon- 
ents of the law predict that it will 
be crystallized into form and 
started on the road to general 
enactment within the next year. 
Organizations Interested 
Organization concerned witn 
shaping the law include the Am- 
erican Bar Association, the Na- 
tional Conference of Commission- 
ers on Uniform State Laws, the 
TJ. S. Building and Loan League, 
the investment Bankers Associa- 
tion, and official of Federal agen- 
cies and private lending institu- 
tions interested in mortgage fi- 
nance. 

Necessity for simplified and less 
expensive foreclosure procedure 
has become increasingly evident 
since the National Housing Act 
was amended to permit FHA in- 
surance on loans ranging up to 90 
per cent of appraised values, Mr. 
McDonald said. The laws of some 
states make foreclosure proceed- 
ings so costly, in point of both 
time and money, that they handi- 
cap the making of maximum- 
percentage loans and the reduc- 
tion of home buyers' down pay- 
ments to the minimums estab- 
lished in the act. 

FHA Official Chairman 
In commenting on the proposed 
law, Abner H. Ferguson, First As- 
sistant Administrator and Gener- 
al Counsel of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration and Chairman 
of the Subcommittee en Law and 
Legislation of the Central Hous- 
ing Committee that prepared the 
draft of the proposed law which 
has been before the Commission- 
ers on Uniform Laws, declared 
that "this need for revision holds 
equally true of laws in relation to 
mechanics' liens, titles, and taxa- 
tion."

Too much emphasis cannot oe 
placed upon the usefulness of 
planting as an aid to the design 
of small houses.

Lower Rappahannock Opened To 
Patent Tongers 

The lower part of the Rappa- 
hannock river, below an imagih- 
ery line from Towles' Point to 
Burhan's Wharf, was opened to 
patent oyster tongs by the Com- 
mission of Fisheries following a 
special hearing thin week. 

The approval, long sought by 
watermen in the Rappahannock 



area, is effective October 19 and 
will give Rappahannock oystering 
a big boost this season in both 
yield and profits, watermen pre- 
dict. The Commission has set a 
limit of 35 bushels a day for each 
patent tonger, the oysters to be 
culled on the spot. 

The hearing ' war held Friday 
at Newport News with Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries O. Wa'ter 
Mapp presiding, and was attend- 
ed by scores of oystermen and 
their representatives. State Sena- 
tor R. O. Norris and former Del- 
egate R. Hill Fleet both spoke in 
behalf of the patent tongers, 
while C. M. Louis represented a 
group opposed to them. 

The patent tongers presented 
evidence designed H show tnat 
patent tongs do not disturb oy- 
ster bottoms any more than hand 
tongs. Opening of the deep- 
water rocks to patent tongers will 
permit a wider distribution of 
oystermen in the river, they argu- 
ed, and will enable each to make 
more money.

Nesbit, in charge of the Bureau's 
Middle Atlantic Fishery investi- 
gation. 

"There are good reasons to be- 
lieve that more Man 51 per cent 
were actually caught," Nesbit be- 
lieves, "for a number of fisher- 
men informed us later that they 
had caught tagged shad but had 
thrown the tags away, not know, 
ing that a reward of $1 was offer- 
ed." 

Primary purpose in tagging the

To the unbiased, it doe3 
seem that both Stalin and Hitler 
would have a tough time selling 
Prussian-Russian friendship to 
their respective peoples, after 
many years during which Rus- 
sian spokesmen have damned the 
Nazis practically 24 hours a day 
and the Nazis have given the 
Russians the same treatment. 

Irrespective of that, the Ger- 
man-Russian trade pact has been 
a terific blow to England and 
France. The British naval block- 
ade which finally determined the 
last war, has lost much of Its ef- 
fectiveness. Russia can supply 
Germany with nearly everything 
needs, and under the terms 
of the pact she will do it. The 
little central European nations, 
which have long Jived in f ear of 
Soviet or Nazi domination, are 
rushing to make friend* with the 
powers-that-be in Berlin and 
Moscow. 

DANGERS OF HYSTERIA 
Public sentiment la ruthlessly 
opposed to war profiteering. But 
In curbing it, care must be taker, 
not to destroy or impair the effi- 
ciency of legitimate enterprises 
Hysterical regulation and indis- 
criminate condemnation would 
prove far more inimical to Am- 
erican institutions and the gener- 
al welfare in the long run, than 
the activities of all the war pro- 
fiteers combined. 

Thurman W. Arnold, Assistant 
Attorney General of the United 
States, has pointed out that the 
Sherman Act stands as the front 
lifec defense against unbalanced 
prices and arbitrary price control. 
Rigid enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws should obviate neces- 
sity for extensive additional gov. 
ernment regulation of industry \r 
the present emergency. 

Speaking in behalf of the anti- 
trust division of the Department 
of Justice. Mr. Arnold declared: 
"We do not wish to destroy com- 
binations which pass on savings to 
consumers through economical 
marketing methods or efficiency 
of mass production, tt is not the 
size itself, but the creation of

TIME TO PURGE 



The bask principle of oar Federal, State 
and Local Governments is republican; that is 
a representative form of government. A 
true representative form of government is 
an administration of governmental affairs by 
persons selected by a majority vote of the 
people of a community. This system has 
undoubtedly proven to be the most stable, 
equitable and beneficial of all forms of gov- 
ernment known to mankind. 

To protect its principles and objectives 
nay safeguard* have been inaugurated in 
the effort to preserve unto the people a true 
representative government. These safe- 
guards have dealt mainly with the methods 
of selecting representatives, such as the pure 
election laws, registration and poll tax re- 
quirements and other like regulations. 

But, however, great may be the desire of 
the populace to preserve unto themselves 
what is considered their inalienable right of 
self-government, infringements have been 
thrust upon this time honored privilege and 
it might be said so thrust with the eyes of 
the people pertly open. 

Unfortunately, there are always dome, 
who, in their greed for power, will make any 
number of subterfuges to circumvent the 
representative principles as laid down by the 
republican form of government and in cir- 
cumventing these principles are guilty of 
violations of the laws enacted to safeguard 
them. As a patent illustration and one in 
which we are mainly interested in, let's take 
Virginia Beach. It is a well-known fact, 
even though it is a comparatively small com- 
munity that there are names of citizens of 
the County, of the City of Norfolk, of North 
Carolina and even members of summer 
tourist orchestras on the registration books 
and who have and are now participating in 
municipal elections. 

In a town with a limited populace as that 
of Virginia Beach a comparatively small 
number of such votes may throw consider- 
able influence on an election. An influence 
brought about by an outside pressure exerted 
by subterfuges. Men placed in office by 
votes cast by citizens of other commu- 
nities are certainly not true representatives 
of those whom they are supposed to govern. 

It is not alleged that these conditions exist 
alone at Virginia Beach but as they are 
known to exist, some corrective steps should 
be taken. 

Next June there will be an election to fill 
three seats on the Town council. The cit- 
izens of Virginia Beach want and have the 
right to select by their majority vote the 
persons to fill these positions. They feel 
that they are fully capable of making their 
own selections and do not expect, want or 
solicit the vote of citizens of other commu- 
nities to assist them in making their choice. 

It, therefore, seems that now is a proper 
time to take corrective steps and those in 
authority should move in that direction.

YORKTOWN DAY 



The American people have been prone to 
set aside certain days of the year in com- 
memoration of specific events. Some of 
these are nationally celebrated, others only 
locally. There are, however, two which are 
purely American and nationally recognized — 
one, Thanksgiving Da& originally so desig- 
nated by the Pilgrims as a day of thanks for 
their preservation (but now commonly 
known as football day), the other Indepen- 
dence Day in recognition of the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence. Along 
with these there are innumerable other red 
letter days commemorating birthdays of 
prominent American citizens and events in 
American history but not nationally cele- 
brated. 

In all the multiplicity of commemorative 
days there seems to be one which has been 
sadly neglected — Yorktown Day as it is 
locally designated by a coterie of patriotic 
organizations.

THE LAST STRAW 



If there has remained any public doubt as 
to the necessity of revising the Federal gov- 
ernment's policy toward labor relations, the 
latest antics of the National Labor Relations 
Board should point sharply to that necessity. 
The Board has ordered an employer to hire 
and give two years "back pay" fo two per- 
sons who had never been employed by him. 

The Board bases the order on its "find- 
ings" that the two had been discriminated 
against when they filed applications for jobs. 
According to the Board, the applications had 
been turned down by the employer because 
of their past records, and, in the eyes of the 
Board, the past records did not justify the 
employer refusing to hire them. 

Public reaction to this high handed dicta- 
torship in the matter of employer-employee 
relations is likely to be one of disgust wiiV* 
this brand of meddling in the private affairs 
of American citizens. It may easily prove 
the last straw of many piled high op the back 
of public patience by the meddlers since they 
undertook four years ago to control normal 
dealings between the employer and the men 
and women on his payroll. 

Certainly an employer should still retain 
the right to choose those who will work for 
him. Until recently it was about the only 
right he still retained, insofar as the conduct 
of his business was concerned. But now, it 
appears, he is to be forced by dictatorial de- 
cree to open his factory door to anyone who 
seeks a job, no matter what his past record 
may be. If that is the situation, there is a 
very real threat to the peaceful routine of 
earning a living, for those benefited by the 
new order are those whose business it is to 
foment strikes and violence — at the expense 
of those already employed, the employer and 
the public at large. 

This precedent-shattering theorizing by 
the NLRB should be an added incentive to 
amend the National Labor Relations Act, and 
attach greater importance to a thorough- 
going investigation of the Board by Con- 
gress.

Since the World War, Great Britain's na- 
tional debt increased only $2,000,000,000, up 
to the end of last year. 

In the nine years since depression struck 
the United States, the national debt has in- 
creased more than $25,000,000,000. 

In those two sets of figures you see vividly 
illustrated the magnitude and gravity of our 
debt problem. No nation in the world has 
been so prodigal as we in spending what we 
have not earned. In no nation has the na- 
tional debt — which means a mortgage 
against all that we have, and all that may be 
produced by our children — soared so rapidly 
or so high. 

Worst of all, the debt problem grows more 
menacing every day. The national budget 
is almost as far out of balance now as it was 
early in the depression. In spite of the 
highest and greatest number of taxes in our 
national history, the Federal government 
continues to spend billions more than it re- 
ceives in revenue each year. 

It is obvious that we can expect no help 
from the politicians — they will spend and 
spend and spend as long as the voters ac- 
quiesce. The solution must come from pub- 
lic rebellion against wasteful spending. 
There must be an end to Federal competi- 
tion with business and financing projects 
which are purely local and ten years ago 
would have been paid for with local money. 
There must be an end to grab-bag tactics by 
counties, municipalities, states. There must 
be an end to the insane delusion that we can 
get something for nothing.

(unlola paniculata), and I am 
asking the courtesy of your col- 
umns for the purpose. 

Along the drive from Lynn- 
haven Inlet to Virginia Beach, 
this grass amy be seen, outlining 
the tops of the dunes as it does, 
with Its panicles of large golden 
splkeleta which wave and bend 
with the breeze against a back, 
ground of green sea and blue 
sky. It U at its most decorative 
stage to early and mid-autumn, 
and thereby rarely escapes the 
eye of even the most casual ob- 
server. Consequently it is ruth- 
lessly pulled, to be placed in some 
cottage or home, there to stay a 
few short months, or even gath- 
ered for commercial purposes 
from others' property. 

Does tins ''gathering public" 
know the tremendous part the 
sea oats play In conservation? It 
may be of interest to tell some, 
thing of this tall, willowy grass 
which borders the edge of the 
sand dune area— that is, the sea 
edge of the area— for it is there 
only that the sea oats grow, as 
It is one of the most important 
dune builders among the grasses, 
and plays an important part in 
the scheme of things. 

After a seed has landed at a 
particular spot the wind covers it. 
Soon a very small windbreak is 
begun by the new leaves of this 
young plant; and the constant ac- 
cumulation of wind-driven sand, 
grain by grain, starts a dune. In 
this manner protection is given 
the land back of the new forming 
dune. It Is needless to say how 
very important it is to conserve 
this and all other dune-forming 
grasses. The beauty of this parti, 
cular plant, which attains a 
growth of four or more feet In 
height. Is its worst enemy, for it 
Is lovely indeed, on dune or in 
the home. Only by bringing be- 
fore the public the Importance of 
this grass as a coast builder can 
we hope to save its rapidly thin- 
ning rows along the Shore Drive 
from utter destruction. 

It may also be of Interest to 
motorists to read Section 4482a, 
Michie's Code of Virginia, adopted 
in 1926, amended, 1030, with re. 
ference to this matter. 

Let us learn to know, appreciate 
and protect Tidewater Virginia's, 
flora.

M. Daladiers book will doubt, 
less be of some Interest to many 
people. It contains a brief sketch 
of his life written by Yvon U- 
paquellerie and upwards of 
twenty of the Premier's addresses 
on various subjects delivered at 
intervals between April, 193* and 
May of this year. 

The biographical essay, written 
with a typical Gallic flourish, is 
scarcely designed, of course, to be 
either a penetrating or Inclusive 
study of the French Premier. Yet 
the bare outline of his life which 
It gives us is essentially interest- 
ing, for there is unquestionably 
something dramatic about the 
career of this village baker's son 
who, before venturing into the po- 
litical arena, was, for a time, pro- 
fessor of history and geography at 
the Lycee of Nimes. 

The twenty-odd addresses were 
called forth by a variety of oc- 
casions: the Munich crisis. Arm- 
istice Day, the November General 
Strike, the Premier's North Afri- 
can tour, early in this year, and 
our own Memorial Day, to men- 
tion but a few. 

As "mere literature" they vary 
much In mood and no less so in 
merit, but M. Daladier's prose not 
infrequently has a vigorous di- 
rectness, or a light, lifting quality, 
or a vividness not too common to 
political writings. 

Considered simply as political 
pieces, the Premier's addresses 
are neither more nor less subtle 
or revealing than such things us- 
ually are. They do, however, con- 
tribute something to our under- 
standing of the French people to- 
day and the man who leads them 
at present, and by so much they 
fill m our picture of events in 
Europe during the past eighteen 
months.

We have nothing to 
do with wars that may be waged 
by other countries, but we have 
everything to do with being In 
position to defend our Country in 
the event that any other nation 
or group should attack or invade 
us. 

"Any, person with average in- 
telligence should be able to grasp 
the fact that if we are in position, 
beyond any question of doubt, to 
defend our Country, there are few 
belligerents, and they fools, who 
would attempt to attack or in- 
vade us. 

"In conclusion, I wish to remind 
you that forces are today in every 
respect much more mobile and 
technical than they were, not 
twenty, but five, years ago. and 
it is an impossibility to organize, 
train and equip proper fighting 
forces to a short period of time."

THE HERITAGE OF AMERICA 

Ed. by Henry Steele Commager & 
Allan Nevins. 

It is rather too bad that we 
were given this very delightful 
volume under a title which some 
may think mildly forbidding, 
which, taken with the book's 
necessary length, may make It 
seem not altogether the sort of 
thing to be read in just any 
mood. Actually it is not the 
'Jheritage" of America that the 
book is about so much as the 
American panorama, or caval- 
cade, and the book is not by any 
means for one peculiar people or 
only special moods; it may be 
read almost anytime at all by 
practically any post-adolescent 
with the utmost pleasure. 

WhaKHenry Steele Commanger 
and'alSn Nevins have done is 
give us some two hundred fifty 
vivid flashes of our exciting past, 
in a sequence, so that the whole 
thing makes some sense as his- 
tory. They have not done all this 
in their own words. They have 
contrived to do it largely by draw- 
ing upon the racy writings of 
various people who figured in the 
events, in one role or another, and 
the writings of others who play- 
ed no role whatever in our history, 
were merely eyewitnesses, observ- 
ers, but left narratives no less 
vigorous for that. 

Mere chronological arrange 
ment was not enough, of course, 
to make the most of these numer- 
ous glimpses of our past from the 
writings of all the different sorts 
of people who, themselves, made 
America, but what was necessary 
beyond this the editors have sup. 
plied in a brief, apt introductory 
paragraph or so to each excerpt.

The character of the Polish 
campaign is becoming clearer in 
retrospect. More is known now 
both of the strength of the Ger- 
mans and the weakness of the 
Poles. Hitler's forces swept in 
from three sides with perhaps 
sixty divisions while the Poles 
were mobilizing. Poland had no 
more than thirty divisions and 
fourteen brigades of cavalry at 
war strength. German air superi- 
ority was overwhelming. The Ger- 
man armies are now thought to 
have used from one-half to two- 
thirds of their active air strength 
Their plan of attack was fully de- 
veloped, their staff work brilliant 
and their espionage system com- 
plete. 

Poland's military leaders seem 
clearly to have been overconfid- 
ent. The general staff apparent- 
ly crumbled almost at the first 
blow. Polish troops attempted 
border resistance without ade- 
quate barriers, and retreat with- 
out any prepared reserve lines of 
defense. Their 800 planes were 
blasted out of their fields, and 
the escape of some 300 aircraft to 
neutral territory indicates thai 
their fleet was never fully en- 
gaged. They had few anti-tank 
guns and fewer tanks. Neverthe- 
less, they fought with stubborn 
gallantry in the defense of War. 
saw. 

What ever else lies ahead, there 
is no likelihood that Germany will 
find similar conditions in the 
West. The French armies are fully 
mobilized. They cannot be attack- 
ed as the Poles could be, from 
three sides at once. They are well 
provided with motor transport, 
tanks and anti-tank defense. 
Their general staff is believed io 
be as efficient as any in the 
world. Their fortress system is 
modern and elaborate. We do not 
know the strength of the British 
in France or the caliber of their 
army. But their air strength is 
greater than that of the French. 
German planes cannot fly at will 
over France as they did over Po- 
land. However the war develops 
on Germany's Western Front, it 
will hardly be at the same brealn- 
less tempo as in Poland.

The banking business of our country has always arranged loans 
on short-term credits. The Government has been increasing long- 
tune credits. So the idea is to increase the lending speed of the Fed- 
eral Government— on the theory that the taxpayers have endless 
wealth. Long-term loans from the Government are in the cards for 
snail business. 

Obviously this isn't an entirely fresh idea, because new homes, 
it houses and other buildings have multiplied since the Gov- 
r ernment resources were used to insure loans for such properties. Farm 
credit and control are sustained by similar devices. 

Tour banker friends will tell you that they keep themselves con- 
tinually informed concerning the affairs of all small business men 
who are their depositors— down to the real small ones who are in 
the thousand dollar class instead of up to a million. Some of them 
have five employes in contrast to 500. They have the proper amount 
of money to loan all this class of concerns. 

Therefore that brings us back to where we started ten years ago 
when local banking business was a strictly local proposition. Then 
the Federal Reserve System began to expand. Is it all that it is 
cracked up to be?

YOUTH OF TODAY 

Out of the first World War came the Age of Youth's Disillusion, 
the era when bizarre behavior was smart. The twenties was the de- 
le of the flapper, jazz, the cookey pusher and the drug store cow- 
ly. Short shirts, prohibition drinking, late dates and automobile 
joy rides, caused Viewers with Alarm to shake their heads in the firm 
belief that the younger generation would come to no good. 

A decade has passed since the post-war twenties. Another gen- 
eration of youth is growing up, and it is entirely possible that the 
horror of another world-wide war is in its first stages. 

If this possibility becomes reality, the time will come when all of 
us must pick up the pieces and examine the results of this war. But 
before that time it is interesting to look at the youth of today who 
will have to face them.

Tennis and 
swimming followed by a piece of cake and a glass of milk or iced tea 
are much more important than a half dozen martinis and a head- 
ache before dinner. 

Youth likes the movies. It thinks Tyrone Power is wonderful. It 
can still have fun with a bicycle or a pair of roller skates, and its boys 
and girls have a frankness which may be startling at first but evi- 
dences a forthrightness and self-assurance that was lacking in 1914.

SUPPOSE BOTTLER WINS? 

In connection with the present 
debate on American neutrality, 
the Question is ofttimes raised, 
suppose Hitler wins the war; will 
ant America then have to fight? 
If so, should not we now bend 
every energy within the technical 
limits of n e u tr a l ity to aid Prance 
and England? If the answer is af- 
firmative, the conclusion is dear; 
let us lift the embargo, sell muni. 
•Ions of war on a cash-and-carry 
basis and* fhus tend aid to the 
only aide hi the present conflict 
thai can sand to our shore for 
purchases. 

Suppose HEIer wins? In the 
light of this contingency. What is 
America* present duty? Let US 
answer that question by asking 
another. Is physical force the only 
answer the Church of God has 
with which to oppose physical 
force? Is a machine gun the only 
effective Instrument that can 
withstand another machine gun? 
Is there no power stronger than 
evil With which to overthrow evil? 
Must Satan cast out Satan, or Is 
there a place In the picture to 
apply the power and love of God? 

Surely, no thoughtful reader of 
the New Testament can doubt 
that there Is no power on earth 
that is superior to organized good- 
will, if evil Is .to be cast out. It 
must be done, not by more evil, 
more hatred, more bloodshed 
Love, and love alone, can dispel 
the moral darkness that encom- 
passes the world. If this sounds 
like the language of absurdity, 
read history. What abiding good 
does war accomplish? Even 
treaties of peace are but tempo- 
rary armistices until the defeated 
nation can rally its forces and 
again plunge itself and others In- 
to war. Witness Germany today. 
No, we live in a world in which

and fear. Nor can that or- 
murder that we caS war 
extirpate malice and bitterness 
from the heart or an enemy. 

Just how can this organised 
goodwill find expression? The 
answer is not simple. Our point U 
that the Church of God will not 
render its largest service to thh 
troubled world by merely debat- 
ing the technical points of neutra- 
lity. Ours is the responsibility and 
the privilege, not of holding our- 
selves aloof, content to stay out of 
the conflict, if indeed we can do 
that. Ours is to bring to bear on 
the situation the positive power of 
organised goodwill: to endeavor to 
promote mutual trust and coope- 
ration among men; to help re- 
move grounds for suspicion and 
distrust, and to do everything 
possible to apply the spirit of fair 
play and Justice to every person: 
to every nation; to every situa- 
tion. 

If in such a crisis as now faces 
the world, the Christian Church 
endorses war and prays for vic- 
tory, as a portion of the Church 
in England and Germany Is re. 
ported to be doing today, the 
Church is affirming that 'God 
needs the Instrum e n ts of Satan 
to accomplish His high and holy 
purposes. It declares that it is 
not good that overcomes evil nor 
right that triumphs over wrong, 
but that brute force Is the only 
effective answer to brute force. 
Such an affirmation makes a 
mockery of the cross; implies that 
Jesus need the wrong remedy 
when He prayed "Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what 
they do/' but Instead, should have 
called legions of angels to His 
rescue rather than permit one 
hair of His head to be touched. 

Isn't It about time far us as re- 
presentatives of the Christian 
Church and citizens of a nation 
that calls itself Christian, to have 
enough faith In God's way to give 
It a real chance? If we are to 
suffer in the present crisis, let us 
do so not because we turned to 
the powers of darkness for instru. 
ments with which to do God's will, 
but because we were true to the 
highest and best that we knew 
and let God lead us. If we follow 
Him, we need not be disturbed 
about the outcome. Whether or 
riot we face a cross we know that 
He is with us and the hosts of 
evil can do us no abiding harm. 
We should like to see our great 
President mobilize the goodwill of 
earth in such a. way as to bring 
about an understanding among 
all nations and thus lead the 
world in an adventure of mutual 
trust and goodwill. Then not only 
England and Prance, but every 
nation will win, because we will 
have learned something of the 
fine art of living together. Let's 
experiment in this direction.

Porch Outlet 
For Current 
Is Waterproof 

Electric outlets on porches are 
often desirable to supply current 
to lamps or radios, but the usual 
outlets is easily damaged by ex- 
posure to weather.

Familiarity With 
FHA Plan Urged On 
Potential Builders 



There are two considerations to 
be borne in mind when building 
chimneys for a house. These are: 
(1) Will they provide a draft foi 
the fires they serve, and (2) are 
they so built as not to be a fire 
hazard? 

Each fire must have Its own 
separate flue to insure the proper 
functioning of the chimney as a 
vent. In addition, the cross-sec- 
tion area of each flue must be 
adequate for the fire it serves. 
The top of the chimney must be 
at least two feet higher than the 
highest ridge of the house. ' 

Flues should be as straight as 
possible. Where bends occur, they 
should be gradual. 

Each flue should be lined with 
regulation tile flue lining, with all 
joints completely filled, to make 
the chimney fire safe. At least 
four inches of brickwork or con. 
crete should surround the flues. 
In arrangements where there are 
two flues to a chimney, they may 
be placed side by side without any 
other division than the walls of 
the flue linings themselves. How- 
ever, the joints of these tiles 
should be staggered so that the 
possibility of air teaks from one 
flue to the next is eliminated.

The FHA Is Just as interested 
in preventing people from over- 
buying or from undertaking too 
heavy financial burdens as in 
promoting home ownership.

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Q. In building a house, what 
are the most Important considera- 
tions for fire prevention? 

A. The essentials are good fire- 
place and chimney construction, 
proper separation an insulation of 
wood framing from chimney and 
fireplace, proper installation of 
heating systems and electric wir- 
ing, and construction of firestops 
between the studs of frame 
houses. The use of fireproof or 
fire-resistive materials /or out- 
side walls and roof is a protection 
from" fire from outside the house. 
Where practicable, the location of 
the house at a distance from other 
buildings is a further safeguard 
against fire from without. 



Q. What are firestops? 

A. The space between studs, 
when left open from top to bot- 
tom, acts as a flue, so that a fire 
which might occur in the lower 
part of a house might easily be 
drawn up within the walls. As a 
safeguard against such spread of 
fire, a firestop is made by clos- 
ing these spaces with wood blocks 
or some Incombustible materials. 



Q. Our house is old and does 
not have many electric outlets. Is 
it dangerous to have a number of 
lamps draw power from one floor 
outlet? 

A. It could be. Now that so 
many electrical appliances are in 
common use— radios, phono- 
graphs, sewing machines, picture 
projectors, curling irons, heaters, 
and so on— and multiple recep- 
tacles available at ?ny dime store, 
particular care should be exercised 
not to overload a circuit. Under 
no circumstances should fuses be 
replaced with others of higher re- 
sistance. The use of pennies in 
fuse sockets is foolhardy, as It 
creates a definite fire hazard.

WHO IS IN AUTHORITY? 



Under the charter of the Town of Virginia 
Beach its government is made up of a Mayor 
and six councilmen, elected by popular vote. 
By further provisions the Mayor is designat- 
ed as the presiding officer of the council 
and the duty is imposed upon him of appoint- 
ing certain committees from within the 
Council, whose duty it shall be to investigate 
the administrative problems of their respec- 
tive committee and make its recommenda- 
tion to the Council for action. 

The Council itself is empowered to impose 
and collect taxes and privilege licenses; enter 
into contracts ; to pass regulatory ordinances 
with methods of enforcement under its police 
powers; promote social, educational and 
health welfare; and to employ departmental 
heads to carry out the necessary functions. 
Further than these it is silent as to the 
duties, responsibilities or authorities of the 



Town officers.

The Reverend Reginald W. Eastman, 
rector of the Galilee Episcopal Church of 
Virginia Beach and the Eastern Shore 
Chapel of Oceana, recently received a call to 
the parish of St. Thomas Episcopal Church 
of Thomasville, Georgia — a parish much 
larger than the one which he now presides 
over and one which offers greater emolur 
ments. After due deliberation he has an- 
nounced his decision to remain with his pres- 
ent parish. 

Approximately ten years ago, Mr. East 
man came to the local parish — a compar- 
atively small one at that time and in debt 
with a new church building. During the 
years of his leadership, much has been ac- 
complished. Not only has the number of 
communicants been greatly increased but 
the interior equipment of the church has 
been replaced and the church debt wiped 
out. As a result of the latter accomplish- 
ment the church will soon be consecrated as 
the Bishop Beverly Tucker Memorial, which 
service will bring to the parish the Rt. Rev. 
Henry St. George Tucker, presiding bishop of 
the Episcopal Church of America and other 
members of that distinguished family. 

Mr. Eastman's endeavors have not alone 
been ecclesiastical for during these years he 
has been an integral part of many civic and 
social activities in both Virginia Beach and 
the County. Outstanding among these has 
been his interest in the youth of the commu- 
nity exerted mainly through the medium of 
the Boy Scouts, to which organization he has 
devoted untold time and in this work his 
guiding influence has been notably felt. 

In making his decision, Mr. Eastman cast 
aside the selfish aspect of presiding over a 
larger parish with increased personal re- 
munerations and briefly stated that "he did 
not choose to move" but preferred to con- 
tinue his happy relationship with his present 
parishioners and to complete his unfinished 
work in the parish.

ducting any and all businesses whether they 
be governmental or private enterprises. It 
has been recognized as the only way by 
which responsibility may be placed, accom- 
plishments made and economy achieved. 

This, however, does not seem to be the 
principle adopted in handling of the munici- 
pal affairs of the Town of Virginia- Beach. 
From recent disclosures municipal adminis- 
tration apparently is the business of anyone 
connected in an official capacity with the 
local government. 

It developed at a recent hearing before the 
Council, that if a Councilman wanted a drive- 
way put in from the street to a private 
boundary line, he merely directed a foreman 
to do it, without consulting the departmental 
head or if a gang of workmen were working 
on a certain project by direction of the head 
of his department and a Councilman thought 
something else should be done, he so direct- 
ed, also without first approaching the man 
supposedly responsible. These are used as 
illustrations and innumerable others could be 
recited. And now, the latest, while the 
Town Engineer is away on a vacation, it is 
found that he has a self -delegated substitute. 
Upon inquirers of what authorization, no 
one seems to know. 

Upon a direct question propounded to one 
of the Councilmen as to who is responsible 
to the Council for the administration of its 
Authorizations or carrying out of its direc- 
tions, the answer was vague. He merely 
stated that it seemed to be the custom and 
practice among the Councilmen that if any- 
one of them saw something which he 
thought should be done or Which he wanted 
done, he just told the foreman or some mem- 
ber of the gqng to do it and it was done. 

There is an old adage that too many cooks 
spoil the pie. So with a Mayor and six 
Councilmen each giving orders, the depart- 
mental head, who holds his position at the 
will of Council, the foreman and the laborer, 
all find themselves in a state of the chaos, not 
knowing exactly to whom they are account- 
able to and trying to please all. Like the 
pie, economy and efficiency as spoiled by too 
many bosses.

BUTE ANGELS AND WHALES 

In "Blue Angels and Whales " 
Robert Gibbmgs, *vho once ran 
the distinguished Golden Cockerel 
Press and now lectures on wood- 
engraving and typography at 
Reading University, describes his 
experiences and sensations while 
trudging around under a diver's 
helmet in shallower waters about 
coral reefs, sketching such inter, 
esting individuals as the angler 
fish, which angles with a fly. and 
the snowy grouper, which changes 
it color pattern and flies into a 
tantrum when teased. 

It was some years ago, while 
drifting in a canoe over a coral- 
locked lagoon about Tahiti, 
watching the myriads of vari- 
colored fish, that the author de- 
termined rather impulsively to 
study coral formations and the 
marine life found about them. 
This suddenly developed ambition 
was all but discarded a moment 
later when he found himself gaz- 
ing full into the face of a shark, 
which wore what he guessed to be 
an expression of eager anticipa- 
tion, but his fears were promptly 
allayed by the natives, who as- 
sured him that sharks really had 
no business being in the lagoon 
and, when found there, were al- 
ways easily intimidated. 

Back in England, the author 
went to work on ichthyological 
tomes and haunted marine 
museums, so that years later, in 
1937, when he had a chance to 
poke around some of the coral 
reefs about Bermuda and in the 
Red Sea, he could do so as some- 
thing of a natural scientist, as 
well as an artist. 

Mr. Gibbing's brief book about 
his underwater tramping and 
sketching is not nrant to bat; 
anyone's breath. He writes of no 
exciting tussles with sea mon- 
sters, nor of any other experiences 
as hazardous as these to be had 
on the main motor roads of Eng- 
land. He does spin some exciting 
yarns picked up on his travels 
and these and the story of h<s 
own more modest adventures, told 
with a nice balance of witty Irish 
gust and an artist's rare sense for 
form and color, make extremely 
easy and pleasant reading.

concordat.

desired by the rank and file of 
both churches" and is "not neces- 
sary to good-will and brotherly 
relationship, for this already ex- 
ists." 

In its comment "The Presbyter. 
Ian" said: "It is obvious now that 
this movement (or union between 
these two denominations is not 
tending to the declared goal, but 
rather tending in the opposite di- 
rection." 

Thus it would seem that union 
between the Episcopal and Pres- 
byterian iaiths which was but 
recently discussed by Episcopalian 
clergy of the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia has come to failure at 
least for the present.

But even those who have v.atch- 
2d this growth, were astonished to 
loarn from a report of the re- 
search department of the Rich- 
mond Chamber of Commerce that 
cigarette production in Virginia 
increased 912 per cent in the 18 
years from 1920 through 1937.

Then too, home sewing makes it pos- 
sible to obtain an individuality of sty- 
ling and design not usually found la 
cheaper ready-made articles. 

Unfortunately for the womenfolk 
of the farm, a Government study 
shows that only from 10 to 30 per cent 
of the sewing machines in rural 
homes throughout the country are 
electrically driven.

T. Coleman Andrews 
Attacks Diversion 
Of State Road Tax 



T. Coleman Andrews, of Rich- 
mond, Vice-president of the Cit- 
izens Road League of Virginia, in 
a letter appearing in the Rich- 
mond Times-Dispatch Sunday, 
has taken issue with the editor of 
that paper on its stand regarding 
the prevention of <-oad fund, div- 
ersion by constitutional amend- 
ment. 

Terming diversion of highway 
funds as a cancerous growth that 
can only be prevented by a con- 
stitutional amendment, Mr. An- 
drews cites recent editorials ap- 
pearing in the capitol city paper, 
In one of which the editor asks if 
In the future all available road 
funds will not be required for 
highways could wc not "profitably 
spend the money saved for public 
schools and for public health?" 

"Those who oppose diversion 
certainly could not agree to any 
such proposition." Mr. Andrews 
states in his reply, "for the 
simple reason that diversion puts 
upon one class of citizens (the 
motor vehicle owner) a burden 
which all the people should carry. 

''Let me assure you," he says 
further, "and any others who by 
any chance have any doubt about 
the matter that the thousands of 
motor vehicle owners who have 
united to oppose diversion include 
some of the most ardent advoc- 
ates of better education in the 
Commonwealth . . . motor vehicle 
owners don't begrudge the schools 
a stigle dollar they get. But they 
Insist that what they pay for road 
construction and maintenance 
should be spent only for those 
purposes." 



Food Saks Here 
Return $70,434 
In Hidden Taxes 

Recommends Constitutional

Families in Princess Anne Coun- 
ty pay an estimated $70,434 in 
hidden taxes annually through 
their purchases of food, a Na- 
tional Consumers Tax Commission 
survey showed today. 

"Nearly eight per cent oVThe 
total food bill represents shifted 
taxes buried in the price of every 
purchase," the report stated. 
"These unseen levies, for example, 
take 11 per cent of butter costs , 
6'/2 per cent of bread costs, 10 Va 
per cent of sliced bacon and 14 Va 
per cent of the cost of coffee." 

The report was made public 
through Mrs. Claud E. Eley, of 
Suffolk, national committee mem- 
ber, who leads NCTC study group.* 
in about 90 communities in the 
educational crusade against "un- 
necessary consumer - penalizing 
taxes." The report added: 

"Chief offenders, and those 
that fall most heavily on lower 
income families, ore hidden taxes. 
These are levied originally agains: 
the producer, manufacturer, ship, 
per and distributor. Unable to 
absorb the load, each must pass 
on a share of Us taxes and the 
consumer ultimately pays them, 
usually without knowing it." 

The commission, in whose uwu.

have launched tax study pro- 
grams, said the hidden tax figure

"Mirror pictures" are fun. For simplicity In focusing, place your subjects 
as close to the mirror as poeeibie. If s also best ttwii small lens opening. 



TAKING reflection pictures, with 
the aid of a mirror, Is an amus- 
ing camera pastime . . . and yon can 
obtain many novel effects, quite 
simply. 

For simplicity, place your sub- 
jects quite close to the mirror, as in 
the picture above. Then simply 
focus for the distance between cam- 
era and mirror, and shoot Provide 
enough light so yon can nse a small 
lens opening. 

If the subject is farther away 
from the mirror, yon must make cer- 
tain allowances in focusing. Just 
, remember that the reflection lies 
; beyond the mirror. For example, If 
! your subject stands two feet In front 
; of the mirror, the reflection is two 
! feet back of the silver surface. In 
' such a case, It Is best to focus for a 
point about midway between the 
the subject and mirror; then nse a 
very small lens opening. 

Either light from amateur flood 
bulbs or flash bulbs can be used in 
taking mirror pictures, and in some 
cases, daylight can be used. Flood 
bnlbs are probably best for your 
first mirror pictures. They are sim- 
ple to adjust, and can be used In 
Inexpensive cardboard reflectors. In 
taking the pictures, be sure the 



bnlbs are properly shielded, so that, 
direct light does not shine on the, 
camera tens.

New Home 
Buying Plan 
For Small Income 
Families 

Families receiving small annual 
iincomes may acquire attractive 
and livable homes under the Fed- 
eral Housing Administrations 
Title I home-loan insurance pro- 
gram inaugurated early in Sept- 
ember. . » 

The new plan differs In a num- 
ber of major respects from the 
FHA's Insured Mortgage System 
under Title H of the National 
Housing Act. Although there are 
no income limitations, it is felt 
that families receiving $900 to 
(1,500 a year will particularly find 
the new plan helpful. 

Details are given in the follow- 
ing questions and answers pre- 
pared by the FHA: 

Q. Who may obtain a loan un- 
der the new FHA Title I pro- 
gram? * 

A. Any person with a satisfac- 
tory credit standing and steacy 
income who is able to establish an 
equity equal to 5 per cent of the 
appraised property value. 

Q. How much may be borrowed 
under the plan? Must the equity 
be in the form of cash? 

A. As much as $2,500 may be 
borrowed under the plan. The 
borrower's equity or down pay- 
ment may take f hc form of cash, 
of land owned, etc. 

Q. How are loans repaid: how- 
much time is allowed for repay- 
ment? 

A. Loans may run for as long 



as 15 years and 5 months; they i FHA 



must be repaid in equal monthly 
installments. 

Q. What charges are there? 
A. The borrower pays the FHA 
an examination fee of $10; the 

lending institution may collec; 
the usual fees, including record. 
ing fees, title-examination fees, 
fire-insurance premiums, etc., as 
well as an appraisal fee of not 
more than $10 and current inter, 
est. 

Q. Can loans be used to refi- 
nance existing obligations, to pur- 
chase land, or to complete a 
partially constructed building? 

A. No. Loans are to be used only 
to defray the cos* of building or 
buying a new house. The plan is 
intended specifically to assist 
iower-income families to acquire 
good houses on reasonable terms. 
Private Money Loaned 

Q. Who lends the money under 
the Title I program? 

A. Privately owned and oper- 
ated banks, building and loan as- 
sociations, finance companies, 
and other lending institutions ap- 
proved by the FHA to make such 
loans. The Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration insures the lending 
institution against loss up to 10 
per cent of all funds which it ad- 
vances under Title I. 

Q. How does this plan differ 
from the FHA Insured Mortgage 
System (Title II) ? 

A. FHA-insured *nortgages un- 
der Title II may represent as 
much as 80 per cent (or some, 
times 90 per cent) of the apprais- 
ed property value; the repayment 
period is 20 or 25 years; the prop- 
erty must conform to property 
standards and construction re- 
quirements; and the neighbor- 
hood must be approved by the

"The 1914.1918 scramble for 
more wheat land, abetted by 
drainage scheme promoters and 
record wartime prices for grain, 
resulted in the most profligate 
destruction of natural resources 
of recent times," Louis H. Bark, 
hausen, President of the nation, 
wide organization of wildfowlers, 
warns. 

"Since birth of the idea that 
more agricultural land was the 
answer to our farm problem, 
some 77,000,000 acres of water and 
marsh areas have been dri 
largely junior governmental 
pices. Much of this marsh 
subsequently was found sterile 
farmers lost all they had invested 
in it and the abandoned drained 
areas became death traps for 
wildlife during droughts. 

"The present world wheat sup- 
ply, exclusive of Russia and 
China, is estimated at 5,370 mil- 
lion bushels, as compared with 3,- 
500 million at the outbreak of 
first Woric! War. Obviously, our 
problem right now is not one of 
finding additional farm land. 

"Duck hunters particularly 
should join up with Ducks Un- 
limited 'for duration' of the cur- 
rent war period to help head off 
any possible rebirth of the drain- 
age craze," Barkhausen points 
out. "Over 17,000,000 acres of past 
drainage has been in the mid. 
continental prairie area of the 
United States and Canada— the 
greatest duck breeding section in 
North America. 

"The federal government now 
is spending substantial sums to 
restore water in this area. Ducks 
Unlimited has appropriated near, 
ly $250,000 to restore marshes for 
ducks In the most important 
breeding areas of the Canadian 
prairie provinces with co-opera- 
tion of the provincial govern- 
ments. 

"This fall is witnessing the big. 
gest flight of ducks from Canada 
in ten years, but we are now call, 
ing all classes of duck hunter? to 
the colors in a nation-wide cam- 
paign to hold our gains and to 
prevent another wai -Inspired duck 
depression", President Barkhausen 
announced.

Account Numbers 



Horace K. Dickson, Manager of 
the Norfolk office of the Social 
Security Board calls attention to 
the fact that every worker past 
the age of 85 who has recently 
obtained a social security account 
number should show his social 
security card to his employer.

To strip away the veneer and 
camouflage of governmental 
bookkeeping is the first stop fa 
achieving genuine economy — 
that's the opinion of Mayor H. W. 
Baals of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

He makes the various municipal 
costs so plain that the average 
citizen can compare them with a 
haircut, a loaf of bread or a pack 
of cigarettes. 

In addressing cue annual con- 
ference of the National Consum- 
ers Tax Commission in New York, 
the Hoosier mayor said: 

"In Fort Wayne we show that 
the individual who has a home 
assessed at $4,000 will pay 43 
cents a month for police protec- 
tion, or the price of a meal; for' 
fire protection 48 cents, less than 
the price ->f a haircut— in Fort 
Wayne; garbage collections 8 
cents, less than a Sunday paper; 
street cleaning 13 cents, less than 
a gallon of gas; street repair, 6 
cents, the price of a pound loaf 
of bread; for parks and recreation 
32 cents, the price of a pound of 
steak; health department 5 cents, 
the price of a soft drink; payment 
on debt 15 cents, the price of a 
pack of cigarettes; affeer city ac- 
tivities, including pendMtk and 
schools, 27 cents, less than a 
movie ticket." 

The total is $1.96 a month for 
all the civil services in Mayor 
Baals' city. How many other 
municipalities can use such yard, 
sticks so favorably?

If the account number of 
any one employer Is omitted from 
that report, then the posting of 
wages to that particular em- 
ployee's social security account is 
delayed. 

Mr. Dickson said that some old- 

irkers injhifc section obtained 
I security Account number.; 
last year or the year before, be. 
I cause the State Unemployment 
Compensation Commission, in 
keeping Its records, uses the same 
account number as that issued by 
the Social Security Board. The 
question of age has never had 
anything to do with the payment 
of unemployment compensation 
For that reason, many commercial 
and industrial employees, even 
though they were 65 years old or 
more, have found it to their in- 
terest to secure account numbers. 
Where that has been done, it will 
not be necessary for the worker 
to get another number. The one 
he has, is all that he needs. 

However, the names and ac 
count numbers of some older 
workers, who are earning wages in 
covered employment, have not as 
yet been recorded on the boofcj of 
the Social Security Board. If they 
do not have account numbers, 
these workers should get in touch 
with the field office of the Social 
Security Board. The Norfolk 
office is located at 222 Post Office 
Building.

Hitler who has appropriated in 
the last year or two a goodly por- 
tion of Central Europe, with the 
cooperation and assistance of 
Stalin, now calmly informs the 
world that he desires peace and 
couples this generous gesture with 
a threat of dire happenings if his 
offer is rejected. Thus is brought 
about a situation which is proba- 
bly without parallel in world his- 
tory. 

France and Great Britain ob- 
viously want peace and yet on the 
basis of past experience are en- 
tirely justified in feeling that they 
cannot trust Hitler and that a 
cessation of hostilities at present 
will merely postpone an inevit- 
able future conflict. Their respon- 
sible statesmen know that con- 
cessions made in the past based 
on promises which were promptly 
repudiated represent useless sac- 
rifice art are doubtless convinced 
that Hitler will not long remain 
satisfied wttth the territory al- 
ready gained. The situation is 
further complicated by the un- 
derstanding between Germany 
and Russia the terms of which 
are shrouded in mystery present- 
ing at least the likelihood that 
continued war will see the latter 
country among their active op- 
ponents. Also the situation in the 
smaller countries of Rumania, 
Turkey, Greece, and Hungary is, 
to say the least, uncertain and

In the ancient science of num- 
erology the number twenty-two 
is accorded a special place. There 
are twenty-two letters in the He- 
brew alphabet; there are twenty- 
two chapters in Revelation: but in 
the twenty-second chapter there 
are only twenty-one verses, The 
twenty-second is never written, 
and there is a warning against 
adding it. 

Pythagoras, who founded a 
whole philosophy on numbers 
considered twenty-two the sup- 
reme number of man, represent- 
ing the ultimate test of division. 
The number two represents the 
first division, the splitting of the 
monad, the birth of conflict. With 
one, all is perfection; there Is no 
opposition to divine will. With 
two there Is the possibility of 
struggle, and the problem of co- 
operaton. The solution, of course, 
is three, which joins one and two 
** harmony — spirit blending mind 
v into a unified force. 
ither* digits, In progression 
mark 1 in symbolism the upward 
journey of man in his long 
struggle toward spiritual evolu- 
tion, culminating In nine, the 
number of completion, which con- 
tains within itself all other num- 
bers, and contains itself in all 
multiples of itself (9 times 5 
equals 45, for instance, and 4 and 
5 total 9). The Pythagoreans con- 
sidered ten a very good number, 
because it represented completion 
and a return to the oneness— the 
ultimate goal of soul. 

But out of ten comes eleven, 
and this, the second division, in- 
dicates a special situation, a man 
with a mission, or a time of great 
significance. The one has taken 
that which returned to it and sent 
it forth again: but since real di- 
vision is now impossible the ori- 
ginal one (spirit) has to go forth 
with its own creation. In all num- 
bers after eleven, then, the one 
not only is contained, but stands 
as a guard (the Holy Spirit). 
Eleven is a number that gives 
power, but it is a power that can 
be either positive or negative. Its 
bearer may be a saint or an anti- 
Christ. Adplph Hitler's number is 
eleven. 

The great division occurs at 
twenty-two. Here duality has at- 
tained the power to project itself: 
the individuality of man has 
reached its final gcal — free will in 
the spirit. This is the power that 
brought the revolt of the angels, 
the fall of man, the temptaton of 
Jesus. In the Caballa, the secret, 
doctrine of the Jens, the twenty- 
second door in the house of 
is the Body of Man. Throui 
this every soul must pass on its 
way to heaven: the flesh must be 
conquered by the mind art the 
spirit. Twenty-two, therefore, is 
the key, the power, to the great-' 
est ambition of man. If mis. 
used, it becomes man's greatest 
curse. Albert Einstein's numbe;-, 
for example, is twenty-two. 

And the number of 1939 is 
twenty-two: that is the total ef 
1, 9, 3 and 9. And it will be writ- 
ten that in this year the rulers of 
the world were presented wicn 
the opportunity to make peace 
without war: not once, but twice, 
and three times. The year is not 
over; there may be peace by 
Christmas. But if- there is not, 
there will be war for a long time, 
fought while all the people of the 
world cry for peace. And out of 
that cry for peace will come a 
generation which will wipe from

That enemy of the family bud- 
get, the annual winter fuel bill, 
has met a worthy foeman in a 
new type of insulation which can 
be financed by the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration and adapted 
to all types of homes. - 

Known as window conditioning, 
the insulation is a streamlined 
version of the old "storm sash" 
popular in the era when red flan, 
nel underwear was chic and every 
good American home had its 
bulging baywindow and ginger- 
bread decoration. '" . 

However, this new type of storm 
window fits so snugly over the 
regular window that it becomes 
virtually a part of the original 
window frame. 

During a survey just completed 
by a large glass manufacturing 
company in which hundreds of 
home-owners in many sections of 
the country were contacted, re- 
ports showing savings in fuel 
bills running from 20 to 40 per 
cent were received. 

One home owner in Flint, Mich . 
wrote that he paid $32 for double 
sash which he installed himself, 
and that his fuel bill dropped 
from (124 to $85 — a saving of $39 
.--more than the cost of the win- 
dow conditioning. The owner of 
a six-room house in Columbus, 
O., wrote that he invested $117 
In modern storm sash and saved 



but deafness has many different 
causes. A few persons ars born 
deaf, but most who become hard 
of hearing or desf acquire the 
affliction later in life. Discovered 
in time, progressive deafness of- 
ten can be stopped. 

Much deafness could be pre- 
vented, moreover. If impaired 
hearing were discovered prompt- 
ly in young children. This is 
accomplished! by tests with ma- 
chines known as audiometers, and 
by other diagnostic measures. 

Proper medical examinations of 
children in schools will reveal 
early cases of poor hearing, which 
should be treated by physicians. 
Whenever ear troubles occur, it 
is always wise to see a doctor, as 
there is not much that individuals 
can do in the way of first aid for 
the ears. 

Persons in poor health and 
those who are malnourished are 
more likely to suffer from bad 
hearing and ear troubles than 
healthy, well-fed persons. Diets 
high in vitamins and food min- 
erals aid in preserving the hear- 
ing, although diet is not the only 
factor. 

If you want good hearing, take 
care of your ears. Eat protective 
foods such as milk, bread and but- 
ter. fruits, eggs, and green and 
yellow vegetables, set plenty of 
rest, and avoid colds and infec- 
tions.

Mason H. Willis, clerk of the 
Corporation Court of Fredericks- 
burg, having nothing particularly 
to do, started looking through 
some old records of his court 
when he came across an order, 
enter on April 30, 1789, granting 
James Monroe and John Mar- 
shall, among others, the privilege 
of practicing law and what's more 
allowed to do this "on credit." 
This order confirnls the story told 
many times by historians that 
when these two famous men be- 
gan their careers that they did 
not have the necessary funds 
with which to pay their qualifica- 
tion fees and the court permitted 
them to qualify on credit. 

The order permitted 14 attor- 
neys, among them the young man 
who later became the fifth Presi- 
dent of the United States and the 
man who was later Chief Justice, 
to practice law in spite of the 
fact they could not pay the bar 
admission tax of 15c. They ap- 
peared in a body "at a court held 
at the town house" on April 30, 

1780, the same day George Wash- 
ington took the oath as first 
President. 

The judges, James Mercer and 
Richard Parker, declined to rend- 
er a decision, because the amount 
of the tax had previously been 
"agitated in the Richmond Dis. 
trict Court and by them adjourn- 
ed to the General Court." 

They held the question in abey- 
ance pending a ruling by the Gen- 
eral Court, but permitted the 
young applicants to take the oath 
and "practice in this court subject 
to such tax as the General Court 
are the opinion ought to be paid.' 

The group also included Bush- 
rod Washington, nephew of 
George Washington, who became 
associate justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States; John 
Taylor, United States senator 
from Virginia; Robert Brooke. 
Governor of Virginia; Richard 
Brent, who represented Virginia 
in both houses of/' Congress; John 
Francis Mercer, United States re- 
presentative from Maryland and 
later Governor of that State; 
John T. Booke, brother of Dr. 
Laurance Brooke, surgeon of John 
Paul Jones' flagship' and William 
Waller Henning, an ancestor of 
the author of Henning's Statutes, 
noted law work.

flngerUng Shad Released Prom 
Hatcheries 

Eighty-five thousand fingerling 
shad, bright little silver fish three 
inches long, were released on 
October 13 from the U. S. Bureau 
of Fisheries holding pond at Hai- 
risonville on the Chickahominy 
river, and are now on their merry 
way to the Atlantic ocean. 

The fingerlings are nearly the 
last to be released of the 40,000,- 
000 shad reared by the Bureau 
and the Virginia Commission of 
Fisheries under the shad-conser- 
vation program which began last 
spring. Majority of the fish were 
freed last spring as young fry with 
yolk-sacs still attached. 

An additional output of 50,000 
young shad of four to five inches 
is expected soon from the federal 
hatchery at Fort Belvoir, Vir- 
ginia, with which the Commission 
of Fisheries has also cooperated. 

Production of shad on the east. 
era seaboard of the United States 
has fallen off 80 per cent during 
the past half-century, and the de- 
cline has had a marked economic 
effect in Virginia and other state:; 
where shad is one of the most im- 
portant fishery resources. The 
Virginia commission, with the aid 
of the federal bureau, is attempt 
ing to replenish Virgina 
with the species.
